BOYS ADMIT TOSSING. Police to Crack Down on Double

Three Kirkwood Teen-agers 
Questioned by Police, 
Released. 


An investigation of the ex- 
plosion of home-made bombs 
thrown by teen-age boys was 
under way last night by Glen- 
dale and Kirkwood police. 


Police Capt. Glenn D. Shu- 
man of Glendale said three 
Kirkwood High School boys 
have admitted throwing two of 
the bombs, which utilize blast- 
ing powder, onto front lawns 
last Thursday and dropping an- 
other on Tuesday from a via- 
duct above a railroad track in 
Kirkwood. 

In addition, the boys told 
Shuman that about a week ago 
another Kirkwood High School 
student suffered a cut on his 
arm, which required nine 
stitches, when a similar bomb 
exploded prematurely. 

Shuman said the boys told 
him the devices were being 
made by some other youths in 
the Kirkwood area. The young- 
sters use them much like hand 
grenades, lobbing them at tar- 
gets set up in empty fields, he 
said. 

Thursday night, Shuman said, 
a bomb which landed about 35 
feet from the front porch of a 
residence on Parkland place was 
reported to have rattled win- 


small hole in the yard. 


“Later the same night a bomb 

tossed onto another lawn on 
Parkland was picked up by a 
physician living there. For- 
tunately, Shuman said, the fuse 
had gone out and the bomb did 
not explode. 


Shuman said the devices are 
made by filling small plastic or 
glass bottles with blasting pow- 
der and inserting a fuse. 

After questioning, the three 
boys, two of them 16 years old 
and the other 14, were released 
in custody of their parents.

Anderson’s Absence Likely 
to Be Extended Over 
ndefinite Period. 


Prof. Edgar Anderson way 
remain away from his duties as 


an indefinite period, he told 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday, in- 
stead of for only a single year 
as was stated originally. 

Anderson, professor of bot- 
any at Washington University, 
last month announced plans for 
taking a six-month leave of 
absence next year to pursue 
scientific work in the East. He 
said then he had received a 
grant of more than $15,000 
from a private foundation and 
would be paid about half of his 
$15,000 salary at Shaw’s Gar- 
den for six months’ work here. 

“The leave-of-absence plan. 
will be for two years and it 
appears now that I will be able. 
to stretch the $15,000 consider- | 
ably farther,” Anderson said 
yesterday. He announced that | 
the $15,000 grant is under a 
senior fellowship from. the} 
Guggenheim Foundation. He | 
said he also had received other 
offers for temporary scientific 
work “that involve money,” 
enabling him to carry out his 
plans longer than seemed prac- 
tical at first. 

Hugh C. Cutler, associate di- | 
rector, will be in charge of | 
Shaw’s Garden in Anderson's 
absence, John S. Lehmann, at-| 
torney and president of the 
board of trustees, told the | 
Post-Dispatch. Lehmann denied | 
a report that Prof. Anderson is 
leaving Shaw's Garden, declar- | 
ing that the trustees. “hope to | 
keep him.” 

Anderson plans to depart 
next month for Princeton Uni- 
versity as a visiting scholar in 
mathematics. His Guggenheim | 
grant is for work in measuring | 
differences in species. 

He plans to return to St. | 
Louis April 1 for the spring | 
garden season and will retain | 
his Washington University pro- 
fessorship and his classes of | 
graduate students. His family | 
will continue to live at 2221 
Tower Grove avenue. | 

“I expect to be away for 
three two-month periods year- | 
ly,” he continued. He said he | 
has an invitation to visit Ethi- | 
opia on a scientific mission but | 
is giving the invitation serious | 
consideration “in view of the 
world situation.” | 

Prof. Anderson remarked he | 
prefers teaching, writing and | 
research to other phases of | 
botanical work. One of his 
chief interests has been plant 
study dealing with the process 
of evolutionary change. His | 
methods have attracted the im | 
terest of other scientists who | 
seek to apply the Anderson | 
technique in the fields of zo-| 
ology and anthropolgy. 

Prof. Anderson has been as- | 
sociated with Shaw’s Garden | 
since 1922, with absences for | 
study at Harvard University 
and temporary assignments at 
Stanford University and in| 
Mexico, Under the new plan 
he becomes curator of useful 
plants at Shaw’s Garden, a po- 
sition formerly held by Prof. 
Cutler. 


RUG MAKERS URGE TARIFF

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (UP) |

today to let them import more 
wool duty-free so they could 
compete better with foreign 
manufacturers. Domestic wool 
growers said the proposal might | 
hurt thousands of American | 
sheep raisers. 

Spokesmen for the growers 
said if rug makers are in trou- | 
ble from foreign competitors, 
they should seek relief through 
higher duties on imported rugs. 

The rug makers replied that 
their protests against growing | 
imports have been ignored and | 
that the State Department con- | 
tinues to reduce tariffs on car- | 
pets. | 

The arguments were aired at | 
a hearing by a House Ways and | 
Means subcommittee laying the | 
groundwork for a_ probable 
fight on the issue in the House | 
next year. |

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Kisenhower-Nehru Talks 
Will Explore Bases for 
Peaceand Understanding 


Leaders of Free World, West and East, Not Likely to 
Come to Any Binding Commitments, but American- 
Indian Relations Now Are More Cordial Than They 


Have Been for Years.

WO of the world’s best known and most influential figures, President 

Eisenhower and Prime Minister Nehru of India, will sit down together 

in the next few days for informal meetings that could have significant 
effects on United States relations in the Far East. 

Both men are leaders with immense popular followings, the one primarily 
in the West and the other in the East. Both believe in the efficacy of per- 
sonal diplomacy. Neither, in the forthcoming intimate sessions, will make 
any commitments binding on his country in any way. Rather, they will engage 
in what diplomats call a tour d’horizon, or a general Jook-around, in the hope 


that mutually advantageous understand- 
ings will emerge. 


Before leaving New Delhi for London 
and Washington, Nehru said he expected 
that “better understanding and more ave- 
nues of co-operation” would come from 
the talks. He said he thought it impor- 
tant that the President understand the 
Indian struggle for independence, and 
added: “The President is a man of vision 
and understanding, provided he has the 
facts.” 


U.S. Has Gained Favor in India. 


By accident, the meeting comes at a 
time when Indian-American relations are 
more cordial than they have been in years. 
This is because the United States gained 
stature in neutralist India by condemning 
the British-French adventure in Egypt 
and because the Russians demonstrated by 
bloody repression in Hungary that they 
could no longer hold themselves up as the 
champions of the anti-colonial nations. 


Vice President Richard M. Nixon helped 
set the tone of the conferences last week 
when he declared in his major foreign 
policy speech that the American position 
in the Middle East crisis had shown Asia 
and Africa that the United States does not 
have one standard of law for the West 
and another for the East, and this country 
has no illusions about “the white man’s 
burden.” 

“The struggle for the world,” Nixon 
said further, “will be finally determined 
by what happens to the millions of people 
now neutral who are trying to decide 
whether they will align themselves with 
the Communist nations or with the free 
nations.” 


An elaborate social program has been 
arranged for the four-day visit of Nehru 
and his party. The official welcome will 
be, in effect, the counter of this country 
to the unprecedented reception Nehru re- 
ceived when he visited the Soviet Union 
in June, 1955. Nehru spent two weeks in 
Russia, and later that year Soviet Premier 
Bulganin and Communist party boss 
Khrushchev undertook a month-long 5000- 
mile good will tour of India. 


As a partial response, Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles went to India on 
his Far East journey last spring and in- 
vited Nehru to come to Washington in 
Jv’y. It became necessary to cancel the 
\ it at that time because of Mr. Eisen- 
hcwer’s June 9 operation for the relief 
of ileitis. 


In the last year Dulles, Nixon and 
Nehru became involved in long-range ver- 
bal exchanges over the meaning of “neu- 
tralism” among nations and the conse- 
quences of that position. There was never 
a resolution of conflicting opinions, but 
nothing is expected to come of the dif- 
ferences, partly because Nehru will have 
only social contacts with Dulles and Nixon 
on this visit. 


Visit on Gettysburg Farm. 

Although the Nehru party will be in 
Washington from tomorrow noon until 
Thursday morning, the major benefits are 
expected to flow from the hours that Mr. 
Eisenhower and the Prime Minister will 
spend in private conversations Monday 
and Tuesday at the Eisenhower farm at 
Gettysburg, Pa. and in a White House 
limousine on the two-hour drive to the 
farm and back to Washington. 


Nehru and the President are not strang- 
ers. In 1949 Mr. Eisenhower, as presi- 
dent of Columbia University, presented 
Nehru with the degree of doctor of laws. 


If the two leaders need some immediate 
reference to get the conversation going, 
they could talk about Canadian Prime 
Minister Louis S. St. Laurent, who played 
golf with Mr. Eisenhower at Augusta, Ga., 
several days ago, is a warm friend of 
Nehru and an advocate of good Indian- 
American relations. 


In February, 1954, St. Laurent made a 
speech to the Indian Parliament in which 
he went out of his way to praise the 
United States as a good neighbor. The 
United States, St. Laurent said, “is the 
most unselfish country” ever to play the 
role of a major world power.

Mr. Eisenhower's political theories, ar- 
rived at late in life, lead toward a regu- 
lated capitalism with a minimum of regu- 
lation, particularly at the federal level. 
“We must keep the long nose of govern- 
ment out of private bufiness,” he said in 
the campaign of 1952. 


Nehru Socialist, Not Communist. 
Nehru, who absorbed many of the ideas 


of Karl Marx, believes in a mixture of 
capitalism and socialism with a liberal 


amount of government planning. Because | 


India is an underdeveloped country with- 
out access to substantial indigenous capi- 
tal, it could not possibly follow the Amer- 
ican economic pattern. Nehru has re- 
jected pure Marxism as “too narrow” an | 
approach. He has called attention to the 
fact that American capitalism is in a state 
of change and “is getting more and more | 
into socialist capitalism.” Nehru is not 
a Communist—he abhors Communist 
methods and believes firmly in free elec- | 
tions. 

The Indian leader is coming to the 
United States—President Eisenhower's | 
personal plane, the Columbine, is picking | 
him up in London—in a party of seven, 
including his only daughter, Mrs. Indira | 
Gandhi. No ranking Indian diplomats 
are in the group, although the Indian | 
Ambassador to Washington, G. L. Mehta, 
will meet the Prime Minister in New 
York.

Later, the Republican na- 
tional headquarters evolved the idea of 
a “Committee of 100,” under the chair- 
manship of the late Glenn Frank, then 
president of the University of Wisconsin, 
to draft legislative proposals and a ten- 
tative platform for the 1940 campaign. A 
study was published but Wendell L. 
Willkie was the surprise Republican pres- 
idential nominee in 1940 and the work 
of the Committee of 100 was forgotten. 


Joe Robinson’s Theory. 

Earlier, in 1931, Democratic Chairman 
John J. Raskob tried to get his national 
committee to go on record for modifica- 
tion—not repeal—of the eighteenth or 
prohibition amendment and for congres- 
sional action on a five-day work week. He 
was opposed by a congressional group, 
led by Joseph T. Robinson of Arkansas, 
then, like Johnson today, Senate leader. 

Robinson vehemently told a meeting 
called by Raskob that the national com- 
mittee was an “administrative body” and 
that the chairman had “needlessly and 
unwisely precipitated” a crisis within 
the party. 

“It is no part of the national commit- 
tee’s business,” Robinson said, “to deter-

Liberty ins at Home 


The nation has just celebrated the 165th anni- 


liberties of individual citizens from trespass by 
Congress. A most fitting current application of 
the Bill of Rights in St. Louis would be to have 
the Board of Freeholders place a municipal Bill 
of Rights at the outset of the new City Charter 
which the Freeholders are drafting. 

Is a municipal Bill of Rights needed? 

The easy answer is that there is one in the 
federal Constitution and another in the Missouri 
Constitution and that these two are sufficient. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that before the 


of the liberties of citizens are committed by 
municipal authorities. 

When freedom of speech is interferred with, 
it is usually on a street corner or in a public 
park or at a municipal auditorium in some 
city or town, 

When freedom of religion is infringed, it fre- 
quently is because a Board of Aldermen some- 


where has passed an unconstitutional ordinance 


concerning the distribution of religious hand- 
bills or an invalid stricture against open air 
meetings. Or because a School Board has mixed 
non-sectarian education with sectarian teachings 
in public schools. 

When a person is held incommunicado or 
beaten in order to obtain a confession, the place 
invariably is a city jail and those who do the 
holding or the beating are police or sheriffs’ dep- 
uties who are paid from local taxes. 


When a citizen is discriminated against be- 
cause of color or race or national origin, the dis- 
crimination is almost always a reflection of 
local custom. 

Other examples could be cited to show the 
essentially local character of many of the viola- 
tions of the liberties of the citizen. As stated 
in the title of a new book by Corliss Lamont, 
“Freedom Is As Freedom Does,” and how free- 
dom does is determined in cities and towns and 
by their ordinances and practices and their of- 
ficials and prosecuting authorities. 

On the whole St. Louis has a good record in 
the civil liberties field, although there have 
been black marks in the state-administered Po- 
lice Department and recently there have been 
unsound as well as misguided efforts to censor 
the reading material of adults. 

But the St. Louis record in the field of free- 
dom is a good one and outsiders have often 
remarked about it. John Gunther. commended 
the city on that score in his national inventory, 
“Inside U.S.A.” An observant Briton, Graham 
Hutton, complimented St. Louis on its traditions 
of liberty in “Midwest at Noon.” 

This fortunate record, however, argues in 
favor of a Bill of Rights for the new St. Louis 
Charter rather than against it. Let the Free- 
holders write a Bill of Rights and put it at the 
start of the Charter and the citizens ratify it; 
then St. Louis will have written down for all to 
see the principles that guide its life.

Agreement was reached on 
working through the U.N. for clearing the Suez 
canal, settling the dispute about it, and also 
for solving the basic conflict between Israel and 
the Arab s. The British are unhappy be- 
cause Secretary Dulles refused to join the 
Baghdad bloc, yet there is an advantage in 
having Washington uncommitted in the Jewish- 
Arab altercation. 

A more serious sticking point was the refusal 
of the United States to be fully bound by the 
new agreement that no member government 
should adopt or carry out a “significant” policy 
without prior consultation with the 14 other 
members. It is true, of course, that we have 
interests outside the NATO area. In such Cases, 
Washington is legally entitled to “go it alone.” 
Yet we showed just resentment over such pro- 
cedure by England and France in their invasion 
of Egypt. 

The selection of Paul-Henri Spaak as NATO's 
new Secretary General may mean that more 
consultations will be held, especially since he 
has been given authority to mediate and arbi- 
trate disputes. He is deeply convinced of the 
unity of interest of the Atlantic nations and 
devoted to fostering it in action. 

As for purely military measures, the states- 
men agreed to place “more reliance on machines 
and less on men.” This recognizes the change 
wrought by modern weapons, and the desire for 
a reduction in military manpower. The United 
States has agreed to supply modern weapons to 
NATO, even though American law requires that 
the control of atomic warheads be kept in Amer- 
ican hands. 

All in all, while every simmering resentment 
was not removed, the statesmen in Paris did re- 
invigorate the great Atlantic alliance.

While the earlier graduates often 
looked to big cities, especially to New 
York, as their goal, today’s graduate 
looks rather to living “outside the 
ulcer belt” in a small community, or in 
a suburban area that will be suitable 
for child rearing and for civic activ- 
ities. 


Today's graduate is gregarious and 
he thinks of both his occupational 
and social future as related to groups. 
The earlier graduate was more of a 
lone wolf, possibly because the corpo- 
ration had not then become so much 
the modernized successor of the feudal 
protector. 

Realistic, though these later graduates 
are in refusing to try to hitch their 
wagons to stars out of reach, they yet 
naively ignore the threat world condi- 
tions offer to their plans. For them, 
says Mr. Reisman, “the national and 
international scene holds neither fear 
nor fascination.” Their vision is that 
of “life on a plateau.” 


But even if serious international ex- 
plosions and domestic depressions are 
prevented in the years ahead, the fu- 
ture pattern of the good safe life to 
which many graduates aspire may meet 
some alteration.

This threat was responded to 
Nov. 13 by Gen. Alfred M. 
Gruenther, the retiring com- 
mander of NATO forces in Eu- 
rope, with the unstated approv- 
al of President Eisenhower. 
Gruenther safd: “The Soviet 
Union and the Soviet bloc would 
be destroyed if they attacked the 
West as surely as day follows 
night.” As to the rocket threat, 
Gruenther added: “Whether or 
not such rockets exist, they will 
not destroy the capacity of 
NATO to retaliate.” 

Bulganin’s Second Salvo. 

Bulganin could not afford to 
lose face by letting Gruenther’s 
statement go unchallenged. He 
chose a new note on disarma- 
ment on Nov. 17 to President 
Eisenhewer to make his coun- 
terclaim. 

“If the Soviet Unian ... had 
the aggressive intentions that 
are ascribed to it,” he declared, 
“it could accomplish the mili- 
tary aim with regard to West- 
ern Europe ascribed to it, even 
' without the use of up-to-date 
nuclear and rocket weapons.” 

“It may openly be said,” he 
continued, “that the strategic 
situation developed in Western 
Europe is even more favorable 
for the armed forces of the So- 
viet Union than was the cage at 
the end of the” Second World 
War and when the fully mobi- 
lized and equipped Soviet army 
was able to gain a foothold in 
all of Western Europe, had the 
Soviet Union set itself such 
aims.”

They also 
can increase their strength with 
trained reserves to a greater 
degree and much faster than 
can the NATO powers.

They 
believe that the Soviet armed 
forces and military police have 
been reduced from about 4,500,- 
000 men to about 3,000,000. 
Satellite forces also have been 
reduced substantially. 


Arithmetic on Divisions. 

At the same time, intelli- 
gence estimates of the number 
of Soviet divisions remain at 
about 175, the active air force 
at about 20,000 aircraft and 
the submarine fleet at more 
than 400, together with about 
100 destroyers and 27 cruisers. 

Before reductions, the Soviet 
army was estimated at 2,500,- 
000 men, the air force about 
900,000 and the Navy about 
600,000. The militarized police 
accounted for about 500,000, 
organized into 14 divisions plus 
other units. 

It is believed here that the 
reductions have been made pri- 
marily in the army, with the 
navy and police accounting for 
most of the remainder. How 
can the Russians maintain the 
same number of divisions with 
an army reduction of more than 
one third? 

The answer lies in what is 
called a division. Before the 
reductions, the Soviet army had 
probably 110 to 120 divisions at 
85 per cent of war strength. 
The remaining 55 or 65 were 
cadre and training divisions,

“SEIZE THE DAY” by Saul Bellow 
adds another title to the extending list 
of psychiatric fiction. It has the quali- 
ties and the defects of this genre in that 
it sympathetically describes the central 
character's forlorn condition without 
making him seem in the least sympa- 
pathetic. 

Tommy Wihelm is a slob. ‘He corre- 
sponds not only to a specific definition 
found in standard dictionaries but to all 
the connotations of that short, ugly but 
expressive word. On the critical day in 
his life when we first encounter him 
Tommy is separated from his wife and 
children, is at odds with his detached 
and indifferent father, has lost his job 
and is about to lose his last $700 in a 
grain market speculation. 


At this point Tommy takes stock of 
himself in a pitiable effort to locate the 
reasons for a life that has been so con- 
sistently ineffectual and unsatisfying. 
The record thus enrolled—and with a 
subtle and fascinating skiN—reveals a 
chronic will to self-delusion. Even in 
this respect, however, Tommy is flabby 
and indecisive for the delusion fades 
even while he is grasping it. 


AS A YOUNG MAN Tommy is de- 
ceived into believing that his appearance, 
which is that of a Golden Grimes apple, 
is a prime qualification for a career in 
the movies. Though he finds out quickly 
enough that appearance is not enough he 
lingers in Hollywood for several years, 
playing bit parts and scrounging for 
extra jobs at the studios.

A Superb Recording Angel

AMONG THE OLYMPIANS of 
world literature, Charles Lamb (1775- 
1834) cannot claim lofty eminence. His 
few books are a mere hillock alongside 
the mountain of print left by Tolstoy, 
Carlyle, Goethe, Hugo, Dickens, and 
their peers. He wrote nothing -that 
changed men's minds; he wrote much 
that changed their hearts. No such 
energies and insights as those of Gibbon, 
Spengler, Freud, or Dostoyevsky found 
outlet through him. And yet, in the 
affectionate regard of a posterity. that 
his modest success in his own day could 
not foreshadow, his place is as secure as 
that of his great friends and contempo- 
raries, Wordsworth and Coleridge. 

He knew the deepest of personal mis- 
fortune and frustration. He worked 
through 33 years of “hated servitude” at 
the East India House, where he inscribed 
his “real works,” giant folios of accounts. 
And all his adult life, with “the uncon- 
temptuous familiarity of a man attendant 
on recurrent madness,” he lived with 
and cared for his periodically deranged 
sister, who had “occasional lapses into 
sound health.” Often he was clamped in 
black depression: “In the daytime I 
stumble upon dark mourttains.” His 
salvation was in his nature which was a 
blend of qualities that specially fitted

AN INSIGNIFICANT figure 
physically, he touched others with that 
kind of fascination which lays bare the 
hearts of men one to another, which 
reconciles them to themselves.

THERE SEEMS no end to new books about the islands of 
the Caribbean sea. The latest to appear bears the appropriate 
title, “Escape to the West Indies,” and is a welcome addition 
to the list, bringing new and up-to-date information about our 
Caribbean playground. The author modestly calls it a guide- 
book, and so it is, but it is much more. 

Starting as an assignment from Life Magazine for an article 
on the smaller and less important islands of the Lesser Antilles. 
it grew into this handsome Borzoi Book, profusely illustrated 
with photographs by the author. It includes every island of the 
Caribbean, the famous and the unknown. the great and small, 
the populated—and one unpopulated! Thorough, factual and 
accurate, it presents an amazing amount of information in a 
manner so systematized and orderly that the readér can find 
his way around with ease—whether in the book or in the islands. 

The arrangement is admirable: ali the British islands are 
grouped together in Part One, each with its own chapter: the 
French islands constitute Part Two; Part Three deals with the 
independent islands, Cuba and Haiti with the Dominican 
Republic; next come the Netherlands West Indies: then the 
islands belonging to the United States: and finally, Part Six is 
devoted to the Venezuelan island of Margarita. 


ONE NEED NOT be a traveler to be interested in knowing 
that in the Grand Cayman, belonging to the British. the island- 
ers are so oriented to the United States that “nylon” has 
become a slang word to describe anything fine or attractive. 
For instance, a very blond baby is a “real nylon baby.” A poor 
breakfast is “not nylon.” 

Another fact new to this reviewer: The Dutch Island of Saint 
Eustatius was the first possession of a foreign country to 
recognize the American Colonies as a republic in 1776: the 
guns of Fort Oranje fired a salute. Complete devastation by 
the British followed as a -punishment. 

Still another unassorted piece of information: In the Botanical 
Gardens of Saint Vincent a breadfruit tree planted by Captain 
Bligh of the “Bounty” still bears fruit. It was he who brought 
the first breadfruit trees from Tahiti to the West Indies. where 
trey have heen an economic boon. 


MOST USEFUL is the Appendix, 110 pages of “tabular 
information for tourists, travelers and prospective settlers.” 
There one may learn the value of the various currencies. where 
to shop and what to buy, the kind of electrical current used. 
the best bars and beaches, where to go for spear-fishing er 
éolf, which islands are free from mosquitoes and snakes, where 
one might establish a business and where to find a church of 
his choice. You even learn that in Saba you have the privilege 
of being buried in your own: backyard. 

Enough history is given to furnish background for the pres- 
ent and te orient the traveler. He becomes aware of the stu- 
pendous game which was played in the Caribbean during the 
sixteenth century by the Great Powers of Europe with the 
islands serving as pawns. The moves were planned in the 
courts of England, Frarice, Spain and The Netherlands and 
were carried out by their ships and men, operating often with 
horrifying cruelty, in the lovely sea we have come to look upon 
as our winter playground. 

All intending escapees to the West Indies will find Bradley 
Smith's book indispensable. It would make a charming Christ- 
tas gift for them. | 


Eleanor Shipley Duckett. (The

WHILE WE ARE all 
thinking of Christmas gifts, if 
you know of someone who 
enjoys scholarly biographies, 
especially of medieval per- 
sonages, here is one that you 
can safely give him or her 
For it is not only a work of 
the highest scholarship, in- 
corporating the most up-to- 
date information about ninth 
century history, literature, 
philosophy and _ social life, 
but it is an attractively writ- 
ten account of one of _the 
greatest figures of history. 

There is no revision of his- 
torical judgement involved in 
Prof. Eleanor Duckett's treat- 
ment of King Alfred. His po- 
sition in English history has 
always been that of the only 
king upon whom his people 
have bestowed the title of 
The Great—and his sole claim 
to that unique distinction ’is 
not weakened at all by Miss 
Duckett’s careful and discrim- 
inating treatment of him 

It tells us something about 
the character of nations to see 
upon what manner of ruler 
they bestow this title of The 
Great. For the Russians it 
was Catherine J'. For Ger- 
mans it was Frederic Il of 
Prussia. The English should 
be proud of the fact that they 
gave the distinction only to a 
man who came the closest to 
being an exemplar of perfect 
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tlan royalty as Sir Launcelot 
was for Christian chivalry. 


FROM BEGINNING to 


end the story of Alfred the 
Great, who reigned over the 
kingdom of Wessex for 28 
years (871-899 A.D.), is one 
of devotion—to his Christian 
faith, to his people, to his 
duty as king. His first task 
was to deliver his people from 
the Red terror of that day, 
the scourge of the Vikings. 
Having performed that tri- 
umphantly, he turned to the 
bringing hack of order, 
justice, and culture into the 
war-ravaged land His su- 
preme ambition was to re- 
kindle a desire for learning 
in his kingdom 

A very appealing picture 
is given us in these pages 
of a man who so bitterly lam- 
ented the fact that his educa- 
tion in youth had been neg- 
lectea that when he became 
ruler he sought to make: up 
for his own deficiencies of 
learning by having famous 
scholars come to his court to 
teach him. Then, after strug- 
gling with the Latin he found 
so hard, he himself translated 
books into Anglo-Saxon so 
that his ignorant nobles and 
peasants too could learn. 

He was saint as well as 
king, lawmaker as well as 
warrior—and could as well 
have been surnamed ‘The 
Good as The Great. When he 
wasn't fighting the Danes— 
and converting them to the 
Christian faith—and perform- 
ing other duties of his office. 
he divided his time between 
devotions, studying, writing 
and working at a carpenter's 
bench. 

Not least of his claims to 
fame in English history, of 
course, is that of being found- 
er of the British Navy. 

No one has ever spoken 
evil of him, and it is not 
likely that anyone ever will. 
There are few whose place 
in history is more secure, or 
more enviable, and Miss Duc- 
kett's biography confirms him 
in it.

An Open-Minded ‘Tourist 


MR. VESSEY OF ENGLAND.

THIS IS a literary curios- 
ity of considerable charm. 
John Henry Vessey, a young 
Englishman who was neither 
prude nor prig but unusually 
open-minded, intelligent, ob- 
servant and apparently scru- 
pulously honest, made a tour 
of 12 weeks in 1859 through 
the United States and Can- 
ada. He covered 11,000 miles, 
adhering carefully to his 
schedule, and he kept a jour- 
nal which is the basis of this 
agreeable little book.

imminent. Young Mr. Vessey 
had a shrewd eye for people 
and things. He comments upon 
the Yankee hotels, noting 
many features which he 
thought the English might 
copy.

He was 
by no means as horrified by 
what he saw as other English 
visitors. He discusses agricul- 
ture with good sense. He de- 
scribes the new cities, partic- 
ularly Chicago and St. Louis. 
He admired St. Louis greatly. 

He is an honest man, but 
fair. He says: “As a people I 
do not admire the Americans.” 
He calls them “conceited and 
self-sufficient.” At the same 
time he observes that this 
self-reliance and brashness 
has been the secret of their 
success as builders. 


Niebuhr as Political Theolo- 
gian, by Holtan P. Odegard. 
(Antioch Press, 245 pgs., $3.)

FOR FORTY YEARS 
now Reinhold Niebuhr, Pré- 
fessor of Christian Ethics at 
Union Theological Seminary, 
has been volleying from his 
biblical fortress at liberalism, 
rationalism and_ scientism. 
The extent of his harass- 
ments, if not actual hits, is 
evident fro he way these 
forces are beginning to shoot 
back. This book, surely a 


revision of a Ph.D. thesis, is’ 


the latest item in this running 
battle. 


Personally I am of the 
opinion that Reinhold Nie- 
buhr, who incidentally took 
seminary training at Eden 
here in Webster Groves, has 
been a real influence for good 
in American thought during 
the crucial years of this cen- 
tury. This does not mean 


that there are not important » 


points on which he needs to 
be called while he is still 
around to answer. 


The Kegley-Bretall volume 
of critical essays (also pub- 
lished this year) tackled this 
job brilliantly, but questions 
still persist. Among them: 
Does not Niebuhr, far more 
than he acknowledges, resort 
to his much disparaged rea- 
son as his final criterion in 
interpreting the Bible? Has 
he not undervalued the mys- 
tical component in religion? 
Does he adequately under- 
stand the other great reli- 
gions of the world and appre- 
ciate their actual and poten- 
tial contribution to the condi- 
tion and needs of man? 


UNFORTUNATELY, 
“Sin and Science” does little 
either to clarify Niebuhr’s 
thought or to point to where 
its real problems lie. Despite 
444 footnotes, it proceeds 
from such small understand- 


ing of Niebuhr’s actual posi« 


tion and so misjudges where 
the real issues lie that Mr. 
Niebuhr, if he reads it, will 
surely be prompted to some 
variant of Robert Hutchins’s 
comment on reading a re- 
joinder by John Dewey dur- 
ing their running debate on 
education: “Mr. Dewey's re- 
ply convinces me that I can 
neither read nor write.”

THIS SIMPLE little 
story about a girl and her be- 
loved bay mare is in reality 
an informally-written text- 
book on the proper care of 
riding horses and, as such, is 
an especially happy addition 
to the list of books about 
children and animals. 


Virginia is a talking horse 
but only Dinah can _ hear. 
That is enough, though, for 
it is Dinah who must care for 
the horse and who rides her 
in the show for a pair of blue 
ribbons. Throughout’ the 
book, Virginia keeps instruct- 
ing her young mistress, a 
unique method of teaching 
other young feaders such 
fundamental rules as “always 
water a horse before you 
feed him,” and “always the 
left side for both mounting 
and dtsmounting.” 


The local horse show is the 
high point of the book, and 
here again Virginia takes 
charge, helping young Dinah 
overcome her first-show jit- 
ters and performing expertly 
to win over the entry of a 
more experienced rider. But 
the story theme, created in a 
‘pleasant and undramatic vein 
serves really to carry the 
abundant—and authoritative 


—advice on the care and 
training of show. horses, 
strictly “from the _ horse's 


mouth.” The illustrations are 
instructional too, including 
the customary horse show 
jumps. 

The author knows whereof 
spe writes for she has won 
umerous prizes in horse 
shows in the east, including 
those in New York's Madison 
Square Garden.

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‘THE REALM of IDEAS 
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The Artist and the Customer

“HOW GOES THE ART?” says a 
prince to a painter, both characters in 
a play by the 18th century Lessing. 
“Prince,” answers the painter, “the art 
goes after bread.” 

It always has, and always will. Vaguely 
speaking, human beings have always en- 
joyed pictures and statues, stories and 
plays, music and dancing. Specifically, 
groups of people have enjoyed only 
those works of art whose peculiar slant 
and flavor flatter their own particular 
dreams, pretensions, schemes, or habits. 
Those are the pieces for which they pay 
money and honors, and therefore the 
ones the artists have felt encouraged to 
produce. This is true for Michelangelo, 
Shakespeare, and Mozart who, just like 
their less skilled, less forceful colleagues, 
gave their customers what they wanted. 

During the 17th century, Spanish and 

English dukes paid painters to glorify 
them, and had themselves portrayed with 
facial expressions of incredible nobility, 
in poses of fabulous grace and dignity; 
or they had their ladies painted as Greek 
goddesses with all appropriate mytho- 
logical habiliments, On the other hand 
Dutch shippers or merchants of the same 
period were less interested in seeming 
noble than in seeming prosperous. In 
their turn, they hired artists to show off 
their domestic interiors, to paint their 
costly furniture, their ladies’ fine dresses, 
their pet dogs, and their bowls of lus- 
cious fruits. 
NOWADAYS STUDENTS g0 
through museums, guide books in hand, 
and gaze on these pictures with profound 
respect. It is a worthy attitude for them 
to take; but then let them not get nasty 
and look with scorn upon the beautiful 
colored photographic i es of delicious- 
looking tomato-fringféd chicken salads 
that appear in our present-day maga- 
zines, alming to glorify—and sell—some- 
body’s brand of mayonnaise. Old-world 
Europeans may retort haughtily that it 
is better to glamorize a duke than a 
salad dressing: but as Americans, we are 
not convinced. 

English three-volume novels of Vic- 
torian days reflect the fact that genteel 
ladies of that period had little to do 
except sit around, cultivate conversation- 
worthy ailments, and imagine themselves 
into the adventures of fictional heroines 
who, infallibly, married the carefully 
prepared right man at the end. 

Some of these books are artfully con- 
structed, charmingly worded, and contain 
wise insights: still, let their admirers 
refrain from disdaining soap operas too 
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Whoever Pays the Piper Usually Calls the Tune

scornfully, since the ethical and social 
purpose of both is similar. 


DURING THAT SAME Victorian 
period the piano was generally regarded 
as an indispensable symbol of the gentility 
of a middle-class household. Expensive, 
complicated and fancy-looking, it seemed 
to show off the family’s prosperity and 
refinement at the same time. The girls, 
of course, were the ones who had the 
leisure—and were docile enough—to be 
pushed into learning to play it as best 
they could. The musicians responded 
vigorously to the demands of this young- 
lady market, and brought forth sheaves 
of sentimentally titled piano pieces suit- 
able to the tastes and limitations of the 
customers. We still enjoy Mendelssohn's 
“Songs Without Words” and Chopin's 
Nocturnes; but that is because they are 
more interestingly conceived and more 
ingeniously executed—but not different 
in outlook or purpose—than the oceans 
of trash they have survived. 

Thus if we say that art is always com- 
mercial, we are not trying to be cynical. 
We mean that works of art, like any 
other objects or services, are produced 
for the satisfaction of persons willing to 
give something in return for their gnjoy- 
ment of them. 


WHEREIN THAT satisfaction con- 
sists in each case is a complex, subtle 
study in itself, involving a deep under- 
standing of all human nature and all 
ways of life. Still, the most searching 
question one can ask of a work of art 
remains: “Who paid for this?” 

Changing art styles are caused by the 
emergence or disappearance of varying 
groups of customers. In Renaissance 
times a baron might get a builder to put 
up for him a high, vast, towered castle, 
visible for miles around, suitable to his 
conception of his own eminence. Mean- 
while the menial job of handling 
mail and transportation for lesser folk 
was taken care of in some dingy town 
tavern. Nowadays the equivalent of a 
baron may well prefer to live in a 
simple moderate-sized low house well 
concealed in the landscape, while post- 
offices and railroad stations are lodged 
in magnificent conspicuous palaces. 

The foregoing remarks might be 
thought so obvious as not to be worth 


uttering; but I make them in order to 
confront a very different conception of 
the artist rather prevalent during the 
19th and 20th centuries. 
ACCORDING TO THAT roman- 
ticist view the artist is a gifted eccentric, 
removed from ordinary concerns, who is 
horrified and revolted at the thought 
that his talents could serve merely to 
give easy satisfaction to his fellow hiu- 
mans. On the contrary, he considers that 
he has a calling to go into the silences, 
to converse privately with God, or if you 
prefer, to go fishing far upstream in the 
remotest tributaries of his imagination, 
there to bring up his marvelous “orig- 
inal” finds, which inevitably puzzle, bore, 
or shock everybody else. He expects this 
rebuff, it is a kind of proof of his dis- 
tinction; but some day, some day, he 
says, light will pierce the fog of general 
sloth, dullness and tradition; perhaps 
even before his death the very ones who 
had rejected him will acclaim him as a 
prophet and a hero, and enshrine his 
face triumphantly upon a commemorative 
postage stamp. 

Indeed it has happened a number of 
times; but not consistently enough to 
form a trustworthy pattern. Ev'ry artist 
talkin’ about Heaven ain’t goin’ there 
and history is mercifully silent about the 
dedicated self-expressers who, with their 
works, have perished unsung and unwept, 
mumbling to themselves ecstatically. 

IN PAST CENTURIES rich aris- 
tocrats of high cultivation and taste have 
used their money and their prestige to 
persuade artists to create exquisite and 
magnificent works for their private delec- 
tation. The skilled artists thus tended 
to neglect simpler, cruder, and poorer 
people—without, however, causing them 
much suffering thereby. In the present- 
day machine age, the dominant idea is 
that nothing is worth producing that 
cannot be sold quickly to tens of mil- 
lions of people, most of them necessarily 
of the poorer, cruder and simpler kind. 

The consequent shallowing and cheap- 
ening of the arts tends to leave certain 
more sensitive, less herd-minded people 
out in the cold, and cause them rather 
positive frustration. Sometimes they try 
to relieve it by becoming absorbed in the 
arts of the past, or by rallying bravely 
to the support of the self-expressers; but 
one has the feeling that these are purely 
defensive measures. 

What will happen to the arts? No one 
will impudently try to foretell the future 
in detail; yet we may be gure, in any 
event, as always heretofore, that he who 
will pay the piper will call the tune. 


The Question of Sub ject Matter’

SOME WEEKS AGO, a painting 
that won a blue ribbon at the Tennessee 
State Fair was identified by its amused 
creator to an amused public as simply 
a wiping rag. The painting came into 
being as an old piece of canvas on which 
the artist had cleaned his palette knife 
while working on some earlier efforts. 
Having noticed that the wipings had 
taken on a certain organic quality by 
accident, the painter added a few more, 
framed the rag and won the prize. 


This sort of thing, like the reports 
heard now and then about canvases 
being inadvertently exhibited upside 
down, is often cited as a reproach to 
contemporary painting. If a paint- 
splotched rag can be exhibited at all as 
an art work, to say nothing of its win- 
ning a prize, and if a seriously con- 
ceived painting can be inverted without 
being noticed even by gallery experts, 
then what is painting coming to? 

“What is painting coming to?” is a 
question that has rung down through 
the ages, probably since the prehistoric 
bison sketches went up on the cave walls 
at Altamira. It has been heard every 
time there has been a change from the 
kind of painting that people are used 
to. It has rumbled about the heads of 
Raphael, Manet, Whistler, Van Gogh, 
Picasso and Thomas Hart Benton, to 
mention a few who represent widely 
varied aspects of painting and whose 
works the public has learned to accept 
and appreciate. 


WHAT MOST PEOPLE FIND 
disturbing about painting nowadays is 
its tendency towards abstract treatment 
of subject matter and, in many instances, 
the apparent lack of any subject matter. 
We have grown accustomed to thinking 
that a painting should be about some- 
thing. The Stone Age artists painted the 
bison and the reindeer—with which they 
felt a certain preoccupation because 
these animals represented food, clothing 
and implements. For several centuries, 
painters addressed themselves to religi- 
ous themes—the majesty of God, events 
in the life of Christ, glorification of the 
saints. In the Renaissance, painters 
became interested in man, and since 
then man has been dignified, human- 
ized, sentimentalized, romanticized and 
epitomized in art. 

Ea seme had its period. Certain 
artists inffeduced the thematic idea, 
others helped \to- carry it to fruition in 
terms of the niedium — fresco, tempera, 
oil—most in use at the time. When the 
new idea had been thoroughly explored 
and its problems\broken down to princi- 
ples, the artists who were worthy of the 
name would begin looking for fresh 
fields of inquiry. 

Each of these experimental steps was 
accorded its due jof deprecation by 
and was noted by 
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The French impressionist painters depicted scenes with photographic detail, but their 

subject matter actually was the play of light. Georges Seurat, who reduced to formulas 

what the impressionists had been doing intuitively, introduced the “optical mixture” 

of paint. Instead of mixing colors on the palette, he applied pure colors in dot-like 

brush strokes, to be blended in the eve of the observer. This Seurat work, owned by 
the City Art Museum, is “Port-en-Bessin, the Outer Harbor.” 


slaying the hydra and the obsequies of 
St. Francis, and painting would be 
getting pretty repetitious. 


A SERIOUS-MINDED artist who 
takes the world and man as his subject 
matter today has to ask himself: What 
is the world? Is it the solid mass of 
matter that it appears to be to the eye, 
or is it a loosely constructed system of 
atoms, each one containing electrons 
revolving around a mucleus in empty 
space proportionately as huge as the 
void of the solar system? And what is 
man? The artist considers the disturbing 
thought voiced by the physicist Arthur 
Stanley Eddington that “if we eliminated 
all the unfilled space in a man’s body 
and collected his protons and electrons 
into one mass, the man would be reduced 
to a speck just visible with a magnifying 
glass.” 

In the present state of the world, 
where the possibility of man’s self- 
disintegration is no foolish fancy, many 
painters have turned for subject matter 
to worlds of their own invention, not 
as an escape but in an effort at organi- 
zation. Some of them apply the convic- 
tion that the picture's subject can be its 
own composition. A painting, after all, 
is not required to be anything but itself. 
It can represent something else, such as 
a landscape or the image of a person, 
but it doesn’t have to. It can be simply 
a composition, as dissonant or as har- 
monious as a musical composition; it ¢an 
engender a mood, but the mood of the 
spectator doesn’t have to conform to the 
mood of the artist; it can have a literary 
or poetic quality, or it can be an in- 
stanteous, purely sensuous experience. 
THE CAVE MAN was deeply con- 
cerned with 


concerned with atoms and space. Space 
in a painting is an illusion of color and 
line, light and shadow, mass and un- 
occupied areas. Many contemporary 
paintings are largely given over to ex- 
plorations of space that may end just 
inside the picture plane, or extend an 
almost limitless distance beyond. 

It is the fact that the painter can 
make his own rules, like a composer 
using an arbitrary 12-note scale, or a 
mathematician restating an equation on 
the premise that two and two are not 
four, that makes contemporary painting 
hard to understand. One solution is 
not to worry about “understanding” it, 
but simply to look for enjoyment in 
what is presented there on the wall.

Golschmann Returns 
Deering Soloist With Symphony 


HOMECOMING for both conductor and guest soloist will 
add a special aura to next weekend's concerts by the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra. Vladimir Golschmann, the or- 
chestra’s regular conductor, returns to complete the season 
with the exception of one subscription pair. The soloist will 
be Pianist Henri Deering, native St. Louisan who will be mak- 
ing his third appearance with the orchestra. 

Deering will play the Beethoven Third Piano Concerto. Or- 
chestral offerings will be the “Benvenuto Cellini” overture of 
Berlioz and the Shostakovitch Symphony No. 5. The concerts 
will take place as usual at Kiel Auditorium Opera House, Fri+ 
day at 2 p.m. and Saturday at 8:40 p.m. 


GOLSCHMANN RETURNS 0tfter a series of guest 
appearances in Europe and this country. Recently he con- 
ducted the Biston Symphony Orchestra and the Baltimore 
Symphony Orchestra. This fall he has also been a guest with 
the Paris Conservatoire and Colonne Orchestras, and orches- 
tras at Monte Carlo and Brussels. He made summer appear- 
ances with the National Orchestra of his native Paris, with 
orchestras in Spain and Rome and with the New York Phil- 
harmonic-Symphony at Lewisohn Stadium. 

DEERING took his first piano lessons from his grand- 
mother, gave his first printed program recital here at the age 
of 11. His father was a deputy assessor in St. Louis, his 
mother an amateur piano and viola player. An uncle was 
principal bassoonist in the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra. 
Deering studied in Paris with Isidor Philipp and in Berlin with 
Artur Schnabel and, after Army duty in World War I, began 
a concert career in this country and abroad. For seven years 
he had a weekly program on the NEC radio_network. His 
previous appearances with the St. Louis orchestra were in 
1926 and 1935. 

During the 1940’s Deering devoted much of his time to 
teaching in New York. He resumed his concert career in 
1952, performing since in this country and Europe. 

This afternoon at 3 o'clock the orchestra will be directed 
by Harry Farbman and a conductor named “Santa Claus” at 
a Family “Pop” Concert at Kiel Auditorium. After a program 
including “Roumanian Rhapsody” by Enesco, Morton Gould's 
“Stormy Weather” and Khachaturian’s “Sabre Dance,” Santa 


will present gifts to the children. 


New Recordings 


THE CHRISTMAS 


STORY is effectively pre- 


sented in a series of carols 
interspersed with readings 
from the Scriptures and the 
performance of appropriate 
organ works. (Westminster, 
One 12-inch LP.) The carols 
are sung by the Vienna 
Akademie Kammerchor, the 
Kings College Chapel and the 
Randolph Singers. Carl Wein- 
rich plays the organ music 
and Basil Rathbone reads the 
Biblical excerpts. 


WESTMINSTER has also 
produced several other Chris- 
mas recordings. Those who 
have a taste for the carillon 
may be interested in a pro- 
gram of carols played by 
Robert Owen on the organ of 
the First Baptist Church of 
Rochester, N.Y., with carillon 
obbligati furnished by Robert 
Locksmith. “A Festival._of 
Lessons and Carols” as sung 
on Christmas Eve in Kings 
College Chapel, Cambridge, 
England, records the male 
choir of the chapel in a serv- 
ice of great dignity and 
touching, devotional beauty. 
“Christmas at Radio City” 
presents the organist, Dick 
Leibert, of that famed amuse- 
ment center in a program of 
carols. 


GRACE CASTAGNET- 
TA, playing the Siena piano- 
forte, rings interesting 
changes on traditional hymns 
and songs by using them as 
material for free fantasies. 
Miss Castagnetta shows ex- 
cellent taste in harmonic set- 
tings and melodic embellish- 
ments. (Esoteric, One 12-inch

PIERRE MONTEUX,

a generally high finish. The 
conductor's mastery of the 
style and the mechanics of 
the performance is evident 
all the way through; but for 
my taste he is often too heavy- 
handed and particularly so in 
the menuetto of the G Minor. 
(Epic, One 12-inch L.P.) 


THE OVERTURE and 
Incidental Music of Mendels- 
sohn’s “Midsummer Night's 
Dream” is well presented by 
the Berlin Philharmonic Or- 
chesura, the RIAS Chamber 
Choir, Rita Streich, soprano 
and Diana Eustrati, mezzo-so- 
prano. Ferenc Fricsay is the 
conductor. (Decca, One 12-inch 
LP.) The general treatment in- 
dicates a rightness of concep- 
tion on the conductor's part 
but the optimum lightness of 
movement and delicacy of 
texture is not always realized 
in the sound reproduction. It 
is only fair to say, however, 
that the fine spun sound of 
the violins in the overture is 
not often ideal even in live 
performances. 


EXCELLENT PRECI- 
SION and balance together 
with a touching devotional 
ardor make the recorded per- 
formance of Palestrina’s 
‘Mass for the Pope Marcellus” 
a moving experience. The 
mass is sung by the Pro Musica 
Choir of Vienna under the 
direction of Ferdinand Gross- 
mann. (Vox, One 12-inch LP.) 
Preserving the integrity of 
each contrapuntal line and 
weaving the many strands 
into a related whole requires 
a high order of technique. 
The purity of spirit is even 
more important. This per- 
formance, faithfully repro- 
duced, has both. Bi 


THE MOST DELICATE 
balance is also observed in a 
recording of “Canciones de 
Espana” sung by the St. Jordi 
Choir of Barcelona under its 
conductor Oriol Martorell. 
(Decca, One 12-inch LP.) 
These consist of sacred and 
profane songs of the sixteenth 
century. The peculiar mys-, 
ticism of Spanish music of 
that period is often referred 
to but rarely heard as in 
these performances.

Composers as Critics 
They Could Go Wrong Too 


‘ By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


IF CRITICS sometimes speak unkindly of musicians, 
the musicians are not slow in returning the compliment. 
Most musicians would agree with Channing Pollock's state- 
ment that critics are “legless men who teach running.” The 
critic's historical reputation for being always wrong is so well 
established that it is no longer challenged... The evidence 
cited in support of this tradition is carefully selected, to be 
sure, but one cannot evade the fact that many egregiously 
a appraisals of music have found their way into 
nt. 

As musicians often claim that only the practicing members 
of their craft really understand music, it. is interesting to 
speculate about what might have happened if the appraisal of 
music in the past had been left in the hands of professional 
musicians, The artist, in this case, would have been judged by 
his peers and the verdict, presumably, would have been 
founded on “working” knowledge. 


LET US SUPPOSE that Edouard Lalo had been as- 
.signed to review the Brahms Second Symphony. We need not 
be in doubt about what he might have written in the publie 
prints for here is what he did write to his friend Pablo Sara- 
sate: “Brahms is an inferior spirit whose pickax has probed 
every nook of counterpoint and modern harmony. This is his 
only recommendation. He is not a born musician: his inven- 
tiveness ig always insignificant and imitative: in his latest 
symphony the imitativeness is especially flagrant.” 

And here, too, is what Puccini said of Stravinsky's Sacre du 
Printemps: “The choreography is ridiculous, the music sheer 
cacophony.” Speaking of Mozart’s piano sonatas Edward Mac- 
Dowell wrote: “They are unworthy of the author of the Magie 
Flute or of. any composer with pretentions to anything be- 
yond mediocrity.” 


WAGNER SPOKE CONTEMPTUOUSLY of 
Mendelssohn's Italian Symphony, Mendelssohn found the Ber- 
lioz “Fantastic” symphony “utterly loathsome.” Berlioz con- 
fessed that the virtue of Bach’s recitatives escaped him, 
Brahms was indifferent to the beauty of “Die Meistersinger.” 
And so. on indefinitely. 

These examples, to be sure, have also been carefully selected 
to prove a point; as are the often quoted remarks, that now 
seem so perverse, about Mozart's “Dissonant” quartet, Beetho- 
ven’s Second Symphony and the Wagner operas. What is too 
often overlooked is that many contemporary critics were high- 
ly favorable to Mozart, Beethoven, Wagner and all the others 
who occasionally provoked the malice of unthinking writers. 
it is also forgotten that critics were often right even when they 
were unfavorable. 


MANY OF THE REFERENCES quoted above may 
be found in a recently published book called “Composers on 
Music,” edited by Sam Morgenstern. (Pantheon, $7.50.) It is 
a thick volume, though by no means exhaustive and it extends 
from Palestrina to Aaron Copland. 

Not all the selections from the writings of composers are 
disparaging. In fact most of the analyses of other composers 
are pertinent, illuminating and laudatory. Schumann, a musi- 
cal journalist of the first order wag notably high-minded in 
viewing the work of his contemporaries and, as is well known, 
was an ardent champion of Brahms and Chopin. 

Interestingly enough the highest literary quality of all— 
aside from Berlioz, Schumann and Debussy—is found in the 
writings of modern composers. Honneger, Hindemith, Roger 
Sessions, Aaron Copland and George Antheil are both scholar- 
ly and illuminating. Moreover they deal fairly with their fel- 
low artists. 


THIS DOES NOT MEAN that the freemasonry of 
composers is sworn to a loyalty oath that would force them 
to defend the common interest of all. Speaking of the 12-tone 
system Honegger wrote: “The dodecaphonists remind me of 
convicts who having broken their chains, voluntarily attach 
200 pound balls to their feet in order to run faster.” Oh yes, 
they are fair, but they're frank, too, which is the way they 
should be. 


Many of the composers in this volume would have been 
critics of the first order. Berlioz was one, to be sure and so 
was Schumann. But even critics of this rank had their weak- 
nesses and would expose them from time to time. 
—as has already been suggested—Berlioz despised Bach.

Site ls to Be | 


Redeveloped 


By H. T. FITZGERALD 


For years the Winkle Terra 
Cotta Co. of St. Louis ranked 
high throughout the country as 
a designer and producer of 
terra cotta. 

Its artistic work in this ma- 
terial is evidenced in many 
well-known buildings, including 
the Railway Exchange and the 
General American Life Insur- 
ance structures here. 

The company’s plant on a 
large tract at 5739 Manchester 
avenue bustled with activity. 
There were specially designed 
manufacturing buildings, one of 
which had a three-story-high 
studio where large statues for 
churches were designed and 
giazed. There were stables, 
clay-storage sheds, boiler house 
ang even a blacksmith shop. A 
dozen or more kilns, some of 
them three-stories high, were 
used to capacity. 

Then came many changes in 
construction techniques and 
new building materials. There 
no longer was a demand for the 
skill and products of the Winkle 
company. As a result, the com- 
pany was forced to suspend 
operations about a year ago. 

Sale of the company’s prop- 
erty presented somewhat of a 
problem. In view of the trend, 
who would need a terra totta 
plant? Because of the nature 
of the buildings and kilns, it 
would not be practical to con- 
vert them to other uses.. The 
property soon deteriorated 
through disuse. “Last summer, 
sunflowers were groving on 
most of the kilns—in dirt that 
had accumulated there,” a real 
estate man reported. 


The business is gone and, be- 
ginning tomorrow, the “evye- 
sore” is to be removed to make 
way for redevelopment of the 
Bite. Sale of the property and 
plans of the purchaser have 
been reported. 

The Fleisher Co., 
Washington, has acquired the 
last holdings of the Winkle 
Terra Cotta Co. as an invest- 
ment. The purchase includes 
the tract, which fronts 240 feet 
on the north side of Manchester 
and extends 500 feet north to 
Dale avenue, between Sublette 
and Pierce avenues. 

M. I. Fieiscner, president of 
the company, said yesterday 
that contracts have beer let for 
the razing of all the buildings 
and kilns and for grading the 
site to street level. Work is 
scheduled to be started tomor- 
row. 

In connection with the rede- 
velopment of the property, 
Fleischer values it at “approxi- 
mately $150,000,” including pur- 
chase price and expenses for 
Fazing and grading. 

Present plans are to construct 
® one-story commercial-type 
building with an area of 100,000 
square feet. Part of the struc- 
ture, which is planned with 15- 
foot-high ceilings, is to be used 
for offices. The rest of the site 
is to be hardtopped for a 100- 
car parking area. 

Application is to be made to 
the city for a permit to run a 
Spur from the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad across Manchester ave- 
nue to the redeveloped site. It 
was reported that the city would 
require traffic on a spur over 
sucha thoroughfare to be car- 
ried on only during the hours 
between midnight and 5 a.m. 

Negotiations for the sale were 
transacted by the real estate de- 
partment of A. G. Edwards & 
Sons.

SEIZING OF CUBAN

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 15 (AP)

‘The Boys’ Have to 
Bet on Fights. 


AMBLING on prize fights 
Gis conducted largely un- 

derground these days. But 
it still goes on, And, as one 
close follower of boxing said 
“If a fight is not worth bet- 
ting on, it’s not worth see- 
ing.” 

So the boys will get their 
bucks down some way or 
other. 


Usually odds are quoted 
in the newspapers and some- 
times these, in the case of 
big, important fights, cause 
some eyebrow-lifting. 

In Chicago, the recent bout 
between Floyd Patterson and 
Archie Moore for the heavy- 
weight title, brought some 
fluctuations in the odds 
which were surprising. 

Moore opened weeks be- 
fore the event as a 5-to-9 
favorite. The gap closed as 
the day of the bout neared 
and finally, by time for the 
weigh-in, the fight was quot- 
ed at 5 to 6 and take your 
pick, or even money with the 
bookmaker’s commission 
thrown in. 

Then, at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, the price began 
shifting back with Moore 
favored at 5 to 7 and by fight 
time it was 5 to 12 Moore, at 
ringside. To bet on Moore to 
win, the bettor put up $12 
against $5. 

These odds, of course, were 
made in Chicago, Las Vegas, 
New York and other places 
and were reported second- 
or third-hand to reporters. 
Just who was doing the bet- 
ting, when, and how much 
remained a mystery. 

Whether the price was in- 
fluenced by a poll of writers 
who were forecasting a Moore 
victory by a margin of 2 to 1 
is a question. / 

And if the opinions of the 
writers had- any influence, 
it was too bad 

It has long been a custom 
around big bouts for the 
Associated Press. and the 
United Press to ask a boxing 
writer's opinion as. to the 
winner as soon as the news- 
paper man checks in. There 
are no ifs, ands or buts. They 
want to know who is going to 
win. Not only who is going to 
win but how—whether by de- 
cision or by a knockout and 
if the latter, in what round. 
Some even would like to have 
you name the time. 

Now most writers are chalk 
players. That is, they make 
their selections strictly on the 


basis of past performances 
and what is known about each 
fighter. 

Some, of course, will name 
the one with an _ outside 
chance so that if lightning 
strikes, they will be in posi- 
tion to “point with pride,” as 
some football writers did 


when they picked Notre Dame 
to beat Oklahoma in the face 
of all the facts. 


Even Figures Differ. 
HE more experienced and 
T solid men stick to the fig- 
ures, although sometimes 
they divide on what the fig- 
ures mean. 
For instance, Joe Williams, 


sports editor of the New York’ 


World-Telegram and one of 
the best boxing writers in the 
country, in discussing Patter- 
son and Moore before the 
match, said: 

“IT don’t think I’ve ever seen 
a fight which is so hard to 
figure as this one. After all, 
Patterson hasn't proved that 
he can take a punch. He 
hasn't proved that he can go 
15 rounds, if necessary. He 
hasn't proved himself a: hitter 
against real competition. He 
has fought only three men of 
standing. Joe Maxim got a 
decision over hipa in eight 
rounds, he won a split deci- 
sion over Hurricane Jackson 
and he stopped Jimmy Slade 
in a very poor performance. 

“In his favor, of course, is 
the matter of age. He is 19 
years younger than Moore, 
who has the wealth of 20 
years of experience behind 
him and who can punch with 
either hand. He can take you 
out with one blow and yet 
Archie might find this is the 
night when he’s finished. You 
never can tell about a man 
as old as he is.’ 

Well, you know what hap- 
pened. Moore came apart at 
the seams and was knocked 
out in the fifth round. 

There was a gambler from 
Minneapolis some years ago 
who went for a big bundle an 
the big fights, wagering. from 


$5000 to $25,000 on his 
choice. 
“And I found out that 


when I bet on my own judg- 
ment, irrespective of what I 
» read or heard, I was better 
off,” he said, “but when I be- 
gan to listen to the so-called 
smart boys, those who ‘knew’ 
that a fix was on, that a 
referee was dishonest or that 
a fight was in the bag for so- 
and-so, then I got into trouble 
and lost my money. 

“I have done all right mak- 
ing my own choice and back- 
ing up my own judgment on 
fights. And that’s the only 
way to do it, I think.” 

How right that is! If you 
can just close your ears to 
what you hear and your eyes 
to some things you see and 
Stay right with the facts, 
you're better off. 


No Springboard Here. 


VEN in advance of Patter- 

son and Moore, and this is 

true of most of the big 
ones, there were those who 
were trying to reason that 
Moore was a sure winner be- 
cause if he won, a rematch 
would go big while if he lost 
a rematch would be worth 
nothing. 

They didn't have any idea 
who would arrange such an 
outcome, except the usual 
“they.” 

Then there were those who

HIL CAREY and Warren Stevens have found stardom together in television after 
years of experience’ in other mediums in the theatrical field. They are stars of

IN A COUNTRY WITH OLD FARMING and handicraft tra- 


ditions like Italy, few could believe that modern productivity 
techniques could be successfully disseminated in industry in a 


few years. 

They were proven wrong 
by the far reachi changes 
in managerial re atti- 
tudes, defmitely produced by 
a nationwide program of in- 
formation and organization 
conducted by the Italian Pro- 
ductivity Center (CNP) since 
1951, with American technical 
assistance funds for Europe. 

During these last 50 years, 
Italy, like all European coun- 
tries, had embarked on a policy 
of industrial expansion. The 
two World Wars had stimu- 
lated growth in mining power, 
steel, hard goods, automobiles, 
food, textiles, shoes. etc. 

ut one could hardly say 
that these industries had 
reached a satisfactory level of 
efficiency, especially because 
owners and managers alike did 
not have the necessary back- 
ground to cope with the mani- 
fold and intricate problems in 
the field of business manage- 
ment and human relations. 

Followi World War II, 
the Italian industry gradually 
opened its eyes to these prob- 
. 

aving definitely closed 
the Period of “economic self- 
sufficiency,” it found itself

By 1949, despite the disastrous slump in Italian econ- 
omy following World War II, Italy's net product had 
already returned to its pre-war level and even slightly 


ex it. 

A similar result was achieved in the four years that 
followed World War I, but an im greater effort 
had to be made after the last war. The extensive devasta- 
tion of the whole framework of Italian industry and econ- 
omy, as well as of the country's road, rail and sea com- 
munications and of the plants generating water and steam 
power was a very serious ing to prompt re- 
covery and, if we look back to the situation existing in 
1945, we cannot but recognize that the process of recon- 
struction has been truly miraculous. In fact it can only be 
explained by the immense latent forces of Italian economy 
which are a proof of its fundamental soundness. 

Whereas, calculated at market prices, the net national 
product increased by 43.7% in the ten-year period 1918- 
1928, it increased by 187% in the ten-year period 1945- 
1955, so that the national product of 1955 was almost 
three times as large as in 1945. 

Although, thanks to an adequate investment policy, all 
branches of Italian industry and economy con to 
the achievement of this result, there can be no doubt that 
the main factor responsible for it was the capacity for 
work shown by the people of Italy, who once more af- 
forded proof of their determination to make the best pos 
sible use of all their resources. 

The gross national income also recorded a parallel in- 
crease, amounting to 20,643 million dollars in 1955 as 
against 18,912 million dollars in 1954, with an increase of 
9.2 per cent. 


Steel and Metal-Working Industry 


The Italian steel and metal-working industry has its 
biggest factories in Lombardy, the Aosta Valley, Umbria, 
Campania and the surroundings of Genoa. Situated in the 
latter locality is one of the most ing and upto- 
date full cycle plants in Europe. Further great progress 
was made in 1955, when output reached 1,624,000 metric 
tons of pig iron, 5,393,000 metric tons of crude steel and 
over 4,000,000 metric tons of rolled steel. Production in

With a net product of 483 millions dollars, a manpower 
of 900,000 and a driving force of over 2,500 millions HP, 
the Italian engineering industry has achieved excellent— 
and in some branches actually amazing—results as regards 
both quantity and quality, compared with the pre-war 
level. Sufficient proof of this is provided by the increases 
(index: 1938 output=—100) in the output of ball and 
roller bearings (311), means of transport (281), precision 
machinery (638) and machine tools (169).

At the end of this year, Italian exports of silk 
fabrics and silk mixtures to the United States 
will reach 8 million dollars, the double of the 
figure registered in 1954. This fact means that the 
principal aim of the Center for export promotion 
and development of Italian silk fabrics is achieved 
two years from its establishment, in July 1954. 


The big increase in silk fabrics exports relies on 
support factors of great significance, such as the 
favor met by the Italian look, line and styling all 
throughout the U.S. market, especially after 1950, 
and the intelligent and quick interpretation from 
the part of Italian weavers of changes in demand 
from American consumers. 


Until 1938, the great majority of Italian exports 
to U.S. market referred to raw silk, stocking yarns 
and women’s fabrics. 


From 1950, a new, important field was opened to 
fabrics production by silk patterns designed for 
men’s wear. 


This is why in 1954, Italian silk exports were 
fifty fifty shared between cloths for men’s and 
women’s apparel. 


The percentage of this year illustrates better 
than words do the c ing of trends, registeri 
two thirds of Italian silks com sed by “pesante, 
the silk fabric name most popular in U.S.A., fanc 
shantungs and slubbed fabrics for men’s casua 
formal, sports and separates. 


The coming fashion trend in U.S. ponte teres 
has carried number of silk mills, scattered in Como 
province, to a new styling in patterns, near to 
typical designs of woolens and worsteds. The rus-

The excellent results obtained in this field are 
now influencing the women’s fabrics too, both for 
U.S. import and for domestic consumption, with 
the mere difference for a few color combinations. 


The success obtained in exports of fabrics for 
men’s wear is the best stimulus for Como silk 


silk acetate Bemberg¢- synthetics which will be 
able to influence fashions in next years in suitings 
and coatings, in a passionate contest for fabrics 
more and more interesting and smart in patterns 
and styling. 


The effort made by silk fabric weavers in ex- 
panding exports to the North-American market is 
also sensible in fabrics for women’s wear. 


Yarn-dyed failles, satins, ottomans and taffetas 
make the lion’s share in Italian exports, followed 
by facoones and armured weaves in silk and silk 
mixtures. - 


Among the latter, a permanent place is taken by 
fabrics in widths and weights suitable for necktie 
production. 


These tterns include a very large range of 
designs, from the very rich types in 100 per cent 


‘ silk material to less expensive versions of acetate 
blends. 


The variety of collections prepared by 
Como mills, the unbelievable richness in color 
combinations, the outstanding prints have given to 
Italy the pre-eminence in world production of 
fashion textiles, silk and silk mixtures. Same are 
seasonally staged in couture collections shown in 
Rome and Florence and in ready-to-wear exhibited 
at the Exhibition-Market of Turin. 


For the ion of silk fabrics between sea- 
sons, the Silk Center-has sponsored showings in 
Bruxelles, Caracas, San Francisco and on American 
liners “Constitution” and “Ind ence” duri 
two cruises from Genoa to Gibraltar and Portugal 
1957 manifestations will include showings at some 
important international exhibitions. 


The promotion and the development of silk 
fabric exports in the United States also rely on 
economical and technical surveys the Center has 
been organizing since its establishment. 


For the sure guidance to the many medium-size 
mills of this country, the first survey on the 
North-American market was made by Mr. Vincent 
Zerega, executive of the Silk Center, in February/ 
March, 1955 for the fabric section. 


The next survey, in early Spring, 1957, will re- 
fer to scarves squares, also an important item 


in U.S.-Italian trade. In the meanwhile, surveys 
have been made on South-American countries. 


These surveys enable Italian manufacturers who 
cannot afford expensive trips and contacts in a big 
and variously composed market such as the Amer- 
ican, to have a better acknowledgment of con- 
sumers’ needs in weights, widths, styling, in clear- 
ing tariff, price, representation and tribution 
problems, which often hamper in a serious way 
the ibilities to expand exportations, because 
of t great difference between American and 
European trade habits. 


The terrific increase of U.S. tourism in Italy, 
which allows personal contacts between the aver- 
age American and a country known for its history 
and fine arts more than for its today efficiency and 
vitality, is the last and largest promotor of expan- 
sion in sales to America. 


To Americans who were in Italy and to those 
who plan to come, the Center for Export Promo- 
tion and Development of Silk Fabrics wants to 
say that a piece of a gorgeous silk fabric “made 


in Italy” is the most striking souvenir from this 
country.

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CENTURIES OF ELEGANCE and good taste distinguish Italian fashion. 


Fourteenth Century Tuscan elegance, the Italian Renaissance, seventeenth 
century pomp and luxury, eighteenth century Venetian refinement spread al! 
over Europe, and it was then reputed fashionable and smart to dress in the 


Italian way. 


Toward the end of the thirteenth century Dante himself criticized im- 
ported fashions as immoral, and the rulers passed special laws to restrain Flor- 
entine costumes and keep them within the limits of decorum and honesty. 


Art and good taste developed in Florence throughout the centuries to bring 
even into clothes an ever-increasing feeling for color and richness. Silks of 
glowing beauty, magnificent brocades and velvets embroidered with pearls 
and gems attained their highest perfection during the Renaissance.

French fashion, however, prevailed in the nineteenth century, when the 
political situation caused Italy to become impoverished and to forsake her 
past elegance, and its undisputed triumph lasted until from Florence, in nine- 
teen hundred and fifty-one, I realized that the creative spirit of the Italian 
dressmakers had reached a point of maturity that would make possible a re- 
vival of Italian fashion. 

One had, first of all, to have faith in their magnificent possibilities, and 
to encourage them, to acquaint them with the American taste and way of life, 
then to support and direct them in their work, and finally to organize and 
launch them. This I did, with the greatest difficulty, I cannot deny, for this 
involved destroying a deep-rooted prejudice against the “Made in Italy” label. 


Unforgettable still is an evening in January, nineteen hundred and fifty-one, 
at my home in Florence, when I decided to invite representatives of the great 
American stores, with whom I had long been in business, to attend the first 
showing of Italian models. Not distrustful perhaps, bat certainly skeptical 
at first, the seven American buyers who participated were astonished. Italian 
High Fashion was in no way inferior to French fashion, either in originality, 
elegance, or even perfection of details. In fact, with its more youthful grace, 
with its dignified yet simple line, it afforded advantages of moderate prices. 


The great success of Italian fashion in the United States started the day 
I believed in the creative possibilities of our designers and artisans. The 
names of the greatest Italian creators have been known in America since that 
first Florentine showing in nineteen hundred and fifty-one. 


The showings that followed in the Pitti Palace, always interesting and 
rich in novel and original ideas, have won over the American public, for Italian 
fashion has achieved a perfect balance between our classical taste and the 
simple, free, and liberal style that marks American elegance. 


The entire world has enthusiastically commented on our beautiful models 
which the great stores strive to obtain and the international market requests 
at each new season for the best dressed ladies. This exchange of fashion 
trends at the highest level and our common work have established in the field 
of Italian fashion a most flourishing business activity. It is again an indica- 
tion of true distinction to dress in the Italian way, and to expect from Italy, 
for winter and summer, the models of undreamed-of beauty that Italy creates. 


Men’s Italian fashion has had its revival too. When Brioni of Rome, on 
my suggestion, designed a black shantung tuxedo, which was presented in 
Florence during the fashion show of January nineteen hundred and fifty-two, 
it was applauded and brought to the United States. This was the beginning 
of the “Pesante” (heavy) silk material for men’s wear. At each fashion show 


since, novelties in men’s fashion have been presented, and their success has 
focused on Italy the world’s interest also in this field. 


Fashion is a wonderful thing, not only for its beauty, art, and creativeness, 


but it is also a thrilling medium for good will and better understanding among 
peoples of different nations.

IT IS with particular pleasure that I respond to the 
invitation to illustrate to our American friends the 
structure and the aims of the International Centre 
of the Arts and Costume. 


Given the magnitude of the subject and to simplify 
the reader’s task, I consider that the best way to 
present it is by question and answer. 


What is the Centre? 


The International Centre of the Arts and Costume 
is a body founded in 1951 on the initiative of a sec- 
tion of the Italian Textile branch with the aim of 
contributing to the solution of the principal problems 
that face the world of today. There is an all-round 
crisis, not only economic and not just technical, but 
a crisis of mankind and its existence; and when we 
speak of mankind we speak also of costume. 


What does the Centre mean by “costume”? 


The current crisis, for example, is above all one 
of costume because costume does not simply mean 
the way man clothes himself but also represents his

What are the aims and objects of the Centre?

By what means does the Centre express itself? 


The Centre has promoted, coherently, a series of 
manifestations on the historical level and in the 
spheres of theory and practice, by organizing ex- 
hibitions, conferences, conventions, gatherings, and 
the like, as well as theatricals, to illustrate the char- 
acteristic and distinctive values embodied in the 
chosen subject-matters. In this respect the Centre 
is also’ an institution of public relations in that it 
spreads over a very wide front the creative concepts 
of production. Alongside this, it has developed a 
literary activity comprising a series of publications, 
bibliographic collections and research. 


How do the Centre’s activities fit in with present 
times? 


As an effort to bring about a return and a re- 
vival of the values and unity of mankind as the only 
means to stem the mounting wave of disorder, and 
to propound a European unity by “internal means” 
based on a real understanding of mankind. 


Where is the Centre’s headquarters? 


Its seat ‘is at Palazzo Grassi in Venice. This an- 
cient palace situated on the Grand Canal opposite 
Ca Rezzonico, is a descendent of the most brilliant 
Italian architectural tradition, and was reopened after 
structural alterations in 1951. Venice was chosen as 
the seat because still, today, as in the past, it is the 
meeting place of East and West. 


How is the Centre organized? 


By availing itself of contributions by National 
Co-operating Committees whose objectives are to 
widen and extend its intellectual and spiritual hori- 
zon and to facilitate its various manifestations. These 
national Committees have been set up in the follow- 
ing countries: 


Italy—President, Giuseppe Segati.

Italian Shoes.

Mass production has not affected 
the qualities usually found in hand- 
made shoes and the Italian shoe- 
making industry has become substan- 
tial reputation in foreign areas. 

Export, absorbing 5 per cent of 
the total production, is mostly directed 
to Switzerland, with 288,000 pairs; 
the United States and the United 
Kingdom export totaled 1,704,106 
pairs in 1955, compared to 917,170 
pairs in 1954.

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Italy, Richest In Art Treasures, Evidences New Revival 


ITALY IS THE RICHEST COUNTRY in the world in art treasures. Thou- 
sands of tourists flock annually to see the Sistina chapel, the Uffizi gallery, the 
Colosseum, and cities such as Rome, Florence and Venice, which in themselves 
form vast collections of the arts of architecture, sculpture, and painting. But 
how many of these thousands ever pause to take time off from their conducted 
‘tours and the earnest perusal of their Baedekers to wonder why so much beauty 
that is the work of human hands has been concentrated in this one country alone? 

From the color, life, and gaiety of the frescoes in the Etruscan tombs of 
Tarquinia, we know that already in the sixth century B.C. the Italian peninsula 
‘was inhabited by an art-loving people who a 
duced obiects of great beauty, not only for their 
temples, but for their own personal use 
pleasure in life; which they appear to have en- 
joyed to the full. 

Though separated by centuries of time, these 
Etruscans were not far removed in spirit from 
the people of Siena in the fourteenth century, 
who made a public holiday of the progress of 
Duccio di Buoninsegna’s Madonna of Majesty 
from the artist’s studio to the Duomo; or the 
Roman populace of the Renaissance who by 
their protestations saved the tomb of Cecilia Me- 
tella from destruction at the hands of building 
contractors. It is this same love of beauty which 
has caused the people of present day Florence to 
watch over the reconstruction of their city with 
an eagle eye to preserve all that is sible of 
the loveliness which was so sadly damaged in 
the war. And in the Tuscan and Venetian coun- 
tryside, one can still find today peasants who 
will discuss with appreciation the merits of the 
Renaissance villas for which their provinces are 
so renowned. Nor are the Italian people exclu- 
ne interested in the art treasures of the past 
—a Roman butcher will employ an artist to de- 
sign a contemporary mosaic for his shop, and 
the erection of a strikingly modern monument to 
Pinocchio at Collodi this year has been the sub- 
ject for much popular discussion and interest. 

From all this it is evident that in Italy art has never been the monopoly of 
a few rich connoisseurs, or a subject of study simply for art historians and coldly 
relegated to museums and galleries, but a very living part of the life of the 
people throughout the centuries. In fact this tradition of the love of art is as 
old as Italy herself; it has evolved gradually through the ages, surviving periods 
of apparently total eclipse, only to emerge again burgeoning with fresh life, but 
linked by invisible threads to all that has gone before. 

Thus Rome, before she became the mistress of the world, owed much of her 
artistic origins to the Etruscans. The first temple to be built upon the Capitol 
was probably the work of Etruscan craftsmen, and the famous Capitoline wolf is 
certainly of Etruscan origin, while the statue of the orator from Lake Trasimeno 
clearly indicates how great a stylistic debt later Roman sculptors owed to their 
Etruscan predecessors. As Rome grew in riches and in strength her monuments 
assumed those grandiose lines that astonish us even today in their ruined state. 
The Colosseum, the Forums, the triumphal arches and the great temples, basilicas 
and public baths we recognize as marvels of construction and design, though only

the Pantheon has survived in something like its original form to convey to us 
what the others must have been in the days of their glory. before barbaric in- 
vasions and the quarrying activities of the centuries reduced them to ruins. 

As the riches of the nations poured into Rome, their arts followed, and after 
conquest of Greece, public monuments and patrician palaces and villas became 
veritable museums of Hellenistic sculpture. The climax of this eclective move- 
ror Hadrian built for himself in 
A.D. near Tivoli, where he actually reproduced the monu- 
eece which had most pleased him upon his travels, and even 
a tract of the famous Canopus canal at the mouth 
of the Nile. More than twelve centuries later 
these classical works of art, which had been 
slumbering in the soil of Italy, were destined to 
be rediscovered and to provide a powerful stim- 
ulus for that great artistic reawakening which 
we call the Renaissance. 

With the fall of Rome, Byzantium became 
the cultural centre of the European world; and 
the court of the last Emperors of the West who 
found security amo the Adriatic lagoons 
around Ravenna in » reflected its influences 
in the marvelous series of mosaics which adorn 
the tomb of Galla Placidia, and the churches 
erected during the subsequent reign of Theo- 
doric the Great. This art of mosaics in the 
Byzantine style spread through Italy during 
the centuries which followed, especially to 
Venice who owed her commercial prosperity 
and early revival of the arts to her lagoon- 
girt oe similar to that of Ravenna; and 
to Rome which, as the seat of the papacy, re- 

uired artists for church decoration. It is to 
this period that we owe the magnificent mosaics 
of churches such as Santa Pudenziana and, later, 
Santa Prassede and Santa Cecilia in Trastevere. 
and the foundation of the Roman school of 
mosaic artists. From among these artists and 
craftsmen emerged the thirteenth century 
painter Pietro Cavallini, who together with 
Cimabue heralded the birth of the first great Italian school of painting that was 
to reach its zenith in the exquisite frescoes with which Giotto adorned the church 
of St. Francis at Assisi and the chapel of the Scrovegni at Padua. 

The first faint signs of the rebirth of the classical art of sculpture had stirred 
earlier in the thirteenth century in southern Italy under the influence of the 
Hohenstaufen Emperor Frederick II, who revived classical motifs in his castles, 
notably Castel del Monte, and adorned them with ancient sculptures. At Capua 
he built a triumphal arch in imitation of those of Imperial Rome, decorated with 
sculptures inspired by classical models. The Angevin conquest of Sicily put an 
end to these innovations, but their spirit was transplanted to central — by 
Niccolo Pisano, who was of Apulian origin, and influenced by the Capuan school 
and his masterpiece—the pulpit in the Battistero at Pisa—shows him to have been 
the percursor of Renaissance sculpture in Italy. 

The currents which finally brought with them the full flood of the Renais- 
sance had been gathering power during the fourteenth century in Tuscany. The

Studying In Italy 


STUDYING IN ITALY—studying art, history, literature and, naturally, that 
minimum of Italian necessary to understand the rest, is a pleasant summer 
occupation of many foreigners who are identified collectively as “students” for 
the occasion. Foreign students are found every summer in Perugia, Rome, 
Florence, Viareggio, Siena, Bressanone, Urbino, Gargnano. 


Needless to say, these are students of all ages and of all “professions”: among 
thers are found youths and mature men, university professors and pupils, young 


girls and old intellectuals, writers, teachers, lawyers, engineers, artists, poets 
and archeologists. 


The most important study center is Perugia’s University for Foreigners, 
founded in 1921 and frequented by students who come, without exception, from 
all parts of the world. The curriculum includes preparatory courses that give the 


superior courses, on completion of which a diploma is given qualifying the 
receiver as a teacher abroad, and finally cultural courses that open ample horizons 
on Italian literature, history, art and philosophy. Behind the ancient walls of 
Perugia, in the baroque and aristocratic Gallenga Palace, the university has its 
seat. The only entrance requirement is to fill in an application form. 


In Rome, summer courses are organized by the Dante Alighieri Society and 
include basic elements of the language and history of art. These offer, naturally, 
the broadest possibilities of visiting an entire gamut of monuments representing 
the history, art and civilization of thousands of years. 


At Siena, the University organizes courses in Italian, and this center is 
certainly well-chosen, since the Italian spoken in Tuscany and especially in the 
city of Saint Catherine is exemplary as well as being of a melodious sweetness 
and delicately accented. Courses are also offered in literature, art and history. 


The famous University of Padua, almost a thousand years old, invites foreign 
students to Bressanone in summer. This fresh and smiling city of the Alto Adige 
is the most important historic and artistic center of the region. Here the teaching 


is on a higher level and is extended to literature, philosophy, medicine, law, 
physics, mathematics and the natural sciences. 


At Gargnano, on the shores of Lake Garda, Italian, literature, archeology, 
history of art, music and theater are taught. The 17th century Villa Feltrinelli, 


on the lake, is the site of these courses, sponsored by the Universities of Milan 
and Brescia. The lessons are alternated with artistic manifestations. 


Other courses are regularly organized in Florence by the Cultural Center 
for Foreigners; at the beach resort town of Viareggio by the University of Pisa; 
at Urbino, birthplace of Raphael, by the University of Urbino. 


The teachers of all these courses are often men of fame, illustrious figures 
in the fields of art; literature, science and politics; but the instruction is without 


the rigorous requirements of the academic world, the atmosphere is that of 
cordiality and warm human contact. 


The cities we have named represent, for their art, history and scenic beauty, 
the quintessence of Italy. And since the courses given in these unique schools 
are naturally integrated with visits, field trips and excursions to surrounding 
places of interest, the result is that studying in this environment, under these 
conditions, represents one of the most pleasant ways to spend a summer vacation. 
This explains why men and women who have long since passed the scholastic 


age, or who are themselves teachers, become “students” once more for the 
occasion.

And Vittorio 
de Sica has added lustre to his 
reputation as a director by his 
performances before the movie 
camera. Anna Magnani, win- 
ner of Hollywood’s ‘Oscar,’ is 
in a class by herself; Eleonora 
Rossi Drago, Alida Valli, Vit- 
torio Gassman, Alfo Fabrizi, 
Toto, the brothers Edoardo and 
Peppino de Filippo, their sis- 
ter Titina de Filippo, Rossano 
Brazzi head an imposing list 
of stars who have won recog- 
nition in films and in the 
theater.

FROM 1953 THROUGH 1955, natural 
gas production has increased by about 
27% a year, and its contribution to the 
national energy balance sheet has in- 
creased from 8.5% to 11.5%. This gain 
appears particularly significant in the 
light of the heavy increase in overall 
energy consumption. During the last 
two years, the production of gas has 
increased from 2.28 to 3.63 milliard 
cubic meters. 


E.N.I.’s production has increased 
from 2 to 3.34 milliard cubic meters, 
substantially to the level that I pre- 
dicted two years ago. In the first half 
of 1956 our production totalled 2.08 
milliard cubic meters, with a 31 per 
cent increase compared to the same 
period of last year. The total 1956 
production is expected to reach 4.3 
milliard cubic meters, the equivalent in 
calorific valve of about 6.5 million tons 
of coal, or over 4 million tons of oil. 
In 1958 natural gas sales will exceed 
§ milliard cubic meters. 


E.N.I. has at present at work some 
15 geological crews and 17 geophysical 
crews, of which four are gravimetric 
crews and 13 seismic crews. In the last 
year we have kept at work 32 drilling 
rigs, most of them for medium and deep 
wells, 19 of which are in the Po Valley. 
Two more E.N.I. drilling rigs worked 
for other companies. 


Five gas deposits were located in 
1954 all in the area reserved to E.N.I. 
in the Po Valley; deposits of minor in- 
dustrial importance have been discov- 
ered in E.N.I.’s area and near Catania 
in Sicily.

In 1955 and in the current year four 
gas deposits have been found, in the 
area reserved to E.N.I., as well as other 
minor deposits in the Po Valley and 
in Sicily. 


In the Abruzzi region, im_ certain 
wells drilled at Casalbordino, Tocco 
Casaurta, Vallecupa and Madonna della 
Croce oil-bearing structures have been 
located, which are now of technical im- 
portance and could become commer- 
cially important in future. In the Valle- 
cupa Madonna della Croce area 
several wells have been drilled, which 
are now being gradually put into opera- 
tion. 


In Sicily, up to February 1955 E.N.I. 
had obtained permits totalling only 37,- 
000 hectares (a hectare is 100 acres) 
and subsequent awards have increased 
E.N.I.’s aggregate permit area to 360,000 
hectares. Despite the short time and the 


limited acreage available, E.N.I. has 
already done 61 crew-months of fe. 
physical surveys and drilled a total of 
about 25,000 meters of wells. The ex- 
ploration work continues and promises 
satisfactory results. Traces of oil, which 
for the time being are merely of an in- 
dicative nature, have been found in the 
Gela well, the drilling of which is still 
in process. 


In Central-Southern Italy, SOMI-

Machine Tool Industry in Italy 


The plants for production of metal working machines and tools total nearly 140, employing from 20 
to §00 workers each. The total number of employes is 10,000. Over 60 plants, mostly located in Northern 
Italy, are modernly equipped and their output is of high standard. They are linked in a voluntary Asso 
ciation called “U.C.I.M.U."—Unione Costruttori Italiani Macchine Utensili (Italian Machine Tool Builders’ 
Association) —which allows its members to place a special mark on their machines. 


The standard of Italian machine tools is definitely to be classified among the best available in Europe 
and this is true for at least 85% of the production. Naturally, as in other countries, there are factories 
making low-priced tools and dies, but price has effect on the quality. 


Various types are presently produced in Italy, including the more complicated ones requiring high 
accuracy: among lathes, besides the center lathes of all dimensions, there are relieving lathes, multi-tool, 
turret, ame and chuck lathes, vertical lathes (or boring mills), roll-turning lathes and railroad shop 
lathes. Power milling machines are produced in all sizes, except the heavy duty types, now under study. 
Planer type milling machines and planers up to the largest capacities are also included in standard 
production. In the line of borers the range runs from those of extra high precision, provided with diamond 
tools, to the horizontal boring machines either with steady or sliding column and to the jig borers. 
Slotting and shaping machines of any capacity are also widely produced, as well as upright and radial 
drills of any type. Multi-spindle drilling machines, single or pall ~rer drilling units, already belong to 
the standard line production of three important plants. 


Gear-cutting machines are also well developed, up to metric module 8 (DP 3 approx.) as well as 
cylindrical, bevel and spiral gears. 


Several firms also produce large gear hobbing machines and shaving machines. A complete range 
of grinders is now produced in Italy, from external to center-less grinders, from internal high-s grind- 


ers for extra small holes to the spline shaft and crankshaft grinders. Their accuracy is satisfactory also 
to the most exacting clients. 


In the productivity field, the tendencies for the future are, te cut down production costs, to simplify 
the line of each manufacturer, inasmuch as too many different types of machines are now produced by a 
single firm in relation to the number of its employes. In the after-war years the export, limited to the 
metal-working machinery, has greatly increased. During 1952, 45% of the total production was absorb-

The ENI Group is one of the big Italian industrial combines. It has 
a nominal capital of about 107 million dollars; a turnover (in 1955) of 
400 million dollars; investments ranging on an average of 90 million 
dollars per year; almost twenty thousand employees; plants in full ex- 
pansion; power production already amounting to about one-eighth of 
the entire present er consumption of Italy. Furthermore, ENI sup- 
plies one-fourth of the petroleum and derivatives required on the na- 
tional market. 

ENI is a public agency created by the will and upon the decision 
of the Italian Padiinbints and subject to its control. Within the limits 
set forth in its charter, it enjoys a considerable autonomy. In its in- 
ternal nization it follows the methods of private enterprise. It is 
financed by the same sources that finance Italian private industry. Two- 
thirds of the net profits are turned in to the Government, the balance be-

SOME RESULTS 


During the last decade (1946-1955) the Governmental Agencies 
now belonging to the ENI Group in an intense activity in al- 
most all the areas in Italy designated for petroleum prospecting and prov 
duction. They discovered and started production on 46 natural gas and 
crude oil its, drilling 644 prospecting and production bore holes 
(totalling 2,965,310 feet in length) and building about 2500 miles of 
natural gas pipelines. 

It is estimated that in 1956 Italy's total natural gas production will 
reach 140 billion cubic feet, over 90 per cent of which will be produced 
by ENI. This is equivalent to about six million tons of (which: 
would otherwise have to be imported), making possible the expansion 
of Italian industry without adding a new burden to the already con- 
siderable foreign-trade deficit. 

About 180 industrial concerns are already using natural gas as a 
source of energy, with considerable savings in comparison with their 
former expenditure. The installations now under construction will add 
another 400 industrial concerns. The use of hydrocarbons (natural gas 
and fuel oil) is constantly gaining in importance in industry. To quote 
one example: in an important sector—that of the textile and clothing 
industry—the consumption rate of coal as a source of power dropped 
from 42.4 per cent in 1937 to 3.9 cent in 1954; during the same 
period, the consumption rate of hydrocarbons rose from 22.0 per cent 
to 61.8 per cent and the percentage cost of energy related to the total 
production costs, decreased from 3.6 to 2.8 per cent. 


ENTs icipation in energy production helped to restore some 
resilience to this field of national economy. Thus, conditions of greater 
economic freedom were created and the development of a considerable 


number of small and medium-sized private enterprises was encouraged. —— 


The carrying out of ENI's chemical program (which at present 
contemplates the production of synthetic rubber and nitrogenous fer- 
tilizers from natural gas) will contribute to the improvement of a situa- 
tion which—in those branches of Italian industry—under the fascist 
corporative system had become rigid and almost monopolistic. It wilt 
thereby considerably benefit millions of farmers and thousands of indus: 
trial enterprises. , 

All the ENI companies are trying to achieve maximum effi- 
ciency in all amie ‘both technically and administratively. New de- 
velopments evolved by industries all over the world, and especially by 
American industries, are constantly kept in view and, as far as prac- 
ticable, applied by the group-companies. By setting an example to pri- 
vate enterprises, ENI co-operates in the process of rapid transformation 
that marks Italian industry today. 

The formulated by ENI for the future include about 286 
million of investments to be made in the three-year period 1956-58. 
The financial means will be furnished partly from internal sources and by 
recourse to ordinary credit sources, and partly by floating a bond issue 
for 90 million dollars, divided into three series of 30 millions each, which 
was recently authorized by the competent governmental authorities. 

The highest amount will be destined for petroleum prospecting and 
production, for which, during the three-year period, an investment of 
about 119 million dollars is estimated. This appropriation will make pos- 
sible the intensification of works in the Po Valley, but about one-half of 
it will be destined for the carrying out of an extended prospecting project 
in peninsular Italy, in view of the tasks with which ENI may be en- 
trusted by the Government, following the coming into force of the 
petroleum law. <a

(INDUSTRIAL RECONSTRUCTION INSTITUTE) 


ILRI. (Institute for Industrial Reconstruction) was set up on January 23, 1933, to meet the consequences of the serious economic crisis which, 
after starting in the United States toward the end of 1929, gravely affected Italy during the two subsequent years. 


This organization has since overcome the severe test of the post-war period and, while maintaining its particular structure, continues to function 
as supreme financial arbitrator in the affairs of those attached to the |.R.I. Group. 


Individual companies under |.R.|. control are subject to common law and their position is one of absolute equality with competitors. Their func- 
tions and responsibilities are similar to those of all other private concerns, their methods the same. So far from neglecting problems associated 
with the pressing need for full labor employment, they keep these in constant view. 


War damage suffered by companies depending on I.R.I. was extremely heavy and has been estimated at 515 billion lire at current value. Losses 
included 90% of ‘the effective shipping of the Group; in iron and steel, mechanical engineering, electricity and telephonic communications 
they amounted to 90%, 45%, 40% and 15%, respectively, of the potential. 


In spite of this damage, firms affected were soon largely able to resume and to develop their activities. Today, as is shown below, they have 
attained a productive potential higher than before the war, while they have also increased their labor force. They have done this by their own 
means, aided by financial companies in the |.R.|. sector and by the growing confidence of private investors and shareholders. 


Programs laid down in the middle of 1948 for the first planned phase covering the reconversion, stabilization, development and strengthening 
of Group firms have since been effected and have involved investments for a total value of 750 billion lire. 


To meet financial requirements the State has contributed 8.9% and other share subscribers 10%; 81.19 has been realized contractually, one- 
quarter by the issue of |.R.!. bonds and the rest by credit facilities available to single firms and to the Institute itself. 


The above measures have brought satisfactory results, which may be summarized in the following figures for the end of 1954. 


Telephone Sector: Exchange installations have risen from 479,000 to !,073,000 and subscribers from 426,000 to 940,000; Electricity Sector; 
Production has risen from slightly over 4.5 billion kwh. to 9.2 billion kwh.; Shipping Sector: The number of ships in service has risen from 18, totaling 
107,000 tons, to 84, totaling 611,000 tons; Iron-Steel Sector: With the realization of the Sinigaglia Plan, under which the new SCI works 
have been established at Cornigliano and new blast furnaces at Piombino and Bagnoli, the turnover in this sector has nearly doubled; Mechanical 
Sector: This was the most severely hit sector, but after providing for its restoration and in particular for plant conversion and the setting up 
of a new marketing and sales organization, fresh outlets for products were found and exports rose in 1954 to 31 billion lire. 


The increase in production and services of the various Group sectors is as follows: Iron and Steel, 117%; mechanical engineering, 79%; tele- 
phonic, 66%,; electricity, 64°%; Shipping, 47%.

Ancient 
traditions of culture, of science, of 
technique have enabled our country, 
which entered late into the lists of 
modern international production, to 
make up for lost time, thanks to first 
rate leaders in technique, administra- 
tion and company organization, as well 
as highly skilled workmen. To have 
succeeded in building up in Italy, and 
not only in the motor field, a great, 
efficient, sound industry capable of 
progressing by its own means without 
recourse to state financing, and also 
capable of standing up to international 
competition, is certainly a notable 
achievement which, to the foreign ob- 
server, is more eloquent than any dry 
statistical figures. In this, Fiat de- 
serves to be considered as a vital ex- 
pression of the most advanced Italian 
work, both technically and socially.

Unemployment In Southern Italy 


ITALY HAS RECOVERED from the 
war more quickly than any other Euro- 
pean country, but unemployment re- 
mains our gravest problem. Almost 
2,000,000 are still jobless and many 
more are only partially employed. We 
cannot become a healthy society or a 


sound economy until this problem has: 


been solved. 


Southern Italy is our weakest point. 
There unemployment is at its highest, 
and much of the region festers with 
depressed areas as bad as the worst 
in the world. 


The measures and policies adopted 
by the Government up to now—agrar- 
ian reform, land reclamation, emigra- 
tion abroad and internal emigration— 
have ameliorated conditions to a cer- 
tain extent. Private industry also has 
tried to lend a hand. In our own case, 


_ | - 


decided to set- 


up its latest plant at Pozzuoli, near 
Naples, in an area where no tradition 
of mass production existed. In less 
than a year, however, we were able to 
train a local staff and go into opera- 
tion. But these efforts are not enough 
and though the Government and pri- 
vate industry have perceptibly im- 
proved conditions, the problem as a 
whole remains unsolved. 


The solution, I believe, lies in step- 
ping up the industrialization of the 
South and raising its living standard 
to that of the rest of the country. 


Southern Italy, however, can reach 
the necessary level of industrialization 
only if it is included in an organic 
economic and social plan embracing all 
of Italy and backed by the country as 
a whole. 

There would be no difficulty in 
drafting an Organic Industrial Program 
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for Italy. It could be worked out by 
a national committee of experienced 
industrialists assisted by a staff of 
technicians, economists and_statisti- 
cians. 

More complicated would be the 
operation of the program, which would 
require the co-ordinated efforts of 
government authorities, in particular 
the great State-owned Institute for In- 
dustrial Reconstruction (1.R.I.) and of 
private industrial concerns. 


As I envisage the scope of such an 
Organic Industrial Program, in its in- 
itial phase it would analyze the or- 
ganizational structure of the three hun- 
dred firms that employ more than one- 
third of industrial Laee in Italy. Since 
it is well known that productivity de- 
pends both on the size of the industrial 
unit and in the quantity of production, 
a broad ~ of industrial concentra- 
tion would be put into effect to in- 
crease productivity in the largest in- 
dustries. To take care of manpower 
made available under the concentra- 
tion program, a special organization 
for local re-employment would be set 
up. The program would then localize, 
for special attention, a specific number 
(about 150) of depressed communities 
in the South, which are distinct en- 
tities both geographically and in Pop- 
ulation. A substantial share of North- 
ern industry’s production potential 
would then be transferred to these 
areas, with the plants grouped in units 
large enough to insure a high level of 
productivity. Such a transfer could be 
carried out by regrouping a large num- 
ber of small industries and by the de- 
centralization and grouping of organic 
production cycles that can be separated 
from complex centralized industries. 

A highly important complementary 
program would be the promotion and 
facilitation of private foreign invest- 
ment in activities inadequately support- 
ed by North Italian industry, and in 
new products potentially exportable to 
areas such as Mediterranean Europe, 
North Africa and the Middle East. 

Decentralized offices for business 
and investment promotion would carry 
out this program. At the same time, a 
central office would evaluate the eco- 
nomic results of the new plants, and 
act as a check against overlapping and 
duplication of functions. In part, the 
program of liberalization should also 
help to eliminate the lingering bad ef- 
fects of the Fascist government’s eco- 
nomic self-sufficiency policy. 

Co-ordination at the center and at 
the local level of production, export 
and import would reduce the producer's 
costs of distribution and, at the same 
time. insure the consumer the same 
quality and price level as that obtain- 
ing on the international market. 

The good will and co-operation of 
the trade unions are of course essential 
to the functioning of the program. 
These alone, however, will not suffice 
to achieve our objectives without, as 
I have said, the large-scale participa- 
tion and economic support of the Gov- 
ernment. An enlightened wage policy, 
supported by the State, would be the 
key factor in the success of the opera- 
tion. In the first phase, such a policy 
would be designed to raise the mini- 
mum and average wage rates of the 
less advanced industries to the level of 
the most progressive. Higher wages 
would also step up competition, with

its beneficial elimination of the in- 
competent, for at present prevailing 
low-wage rates permit inefficient pro- 
ducers to remain on the market. An- 
other consequence of high wages would 
be a growing demand for goods, result- 
ing from increased national purchasing 
power. 


Italy’s economy suffers from an im- 
balance that is partly due to over- 
centralization. Under the Organic In- 
dustrial Program the planning offices 
having jurisdiction over the depressed 
communities would co-ordinate on the 
spot the activities that the various 
government departments, agencies and 
private concerns now carry on sepa- 
rately, and usually from Rome, on the 
North. This was or the func- 
tion of the Prefects, the civil governors 
avpointed by the central government. 
But in the past 100 years conditions 
have changed so radically that it is 
absurd to allow the crucial factor of 
co-ordination to be hampered by an 
outmoded system, without applying 
new techniques. Local planning authori- 
ties, under a system of democratic 
checks and balances, would provide a 
dynamic basis for the new, modern ad- 
ministrative structure that is so urg- 
ently needed today. 

Moreover, the concentration of ef- 
fort within well-defined territories of 
manageable size would allow close 
study of all the aspects of life in a 
given community. This in turn would 
suggest ways and means of raising lo- 
cal social and economic standards, and 
would permit a high-level stabilization 
of community life. 


An organic program means tackling 
each problem in depth and in relation 
to the whole social organism. In farm- 
ing it is useless to solve the problem 
of irrigation if other agricultural prob- 
lems remain unresolved. It is useless 
to resolve the problems of agriculture 
if the problems of professional training 
are not met. It is useless to create new 
industries if standards of hygiene, 
health and general education are not 
raised at the same time. But an in- 
tegrated approach to all these factors 
is immediately possible in small and 
medium-sized areas. Accordingly, it is 
in such areas that pilot plants to spark 
the program of industrialization would 
be set up in the initial phase of the 
program. 

The pilot plants are intended to 
start the program going and demon- 
strate its practicability BS -4 organi- 
zation of the professional and adminis- 
trative cadres for the total organic 
phase. The plants would be set up 
mainly, but not exclusively, by a special 
section of the Institute for Industrial 
Reconstruction. Private concerns would 
also be invited to aid in this first 
phase. which could be limited to opera- 
tions in some thirty of the worst of the 
devressed areas. The economical! 
ridiculous criterion of “levelling off”, 
that is, of starting partial and inade- 
quate operations over territories too 
vast in extent, would not be considered. 

In its pri phase the program 
would also follow the example of ex- 
isting industries that function as_or- 
ganic groups and would operate in 
close collaboration with low- and 
medium-cost housing authorities. A 
comprehensive housing program should 
certainly form an integral part of the 
plan.

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The Italian Electrical Industry Forges Ahead

AS IN EVERY industrialized 
country, in Italy economic de- 
velopment is conditioned by 
the availability of power. In 
our country, which is short of 
solid fuels and hydrocarbons 
but has a certain wealth of 
water, the production of elec- 
tricity has always had an im- 
portant part in the field of 
power sources. 


During its more than 70 
years of existence, the national 
electrical industry has con- 
stantly foreseen and anticipat- 
ed the economic develo t 
and, particularly, the indus- 
trialization process; to this end 
it has always been one of the 
most valid factors of progress 
in the country’s economy. 

With 1936 there began a 
particularly difficult iod for 
the economy of e whole 
country, in connection with the 
political events which even- 
tually led to World War II. 
The electrical industry also 
suffered from these circum- 
stances, both for the slow- 
down in the construction of 
the new plants and for the 
heavy da es brought about 
by the war. However, it recov- 
ered quickly from this situation 


during the first ag ears, - 
an 


rebuilding the plants and also 
regaining the time lost in the 
past. 


The total production of 
electric power in Italy in- 
creased from 15.5 billion kwh 
in 1938 to 38.1 billion in 1955, 
of which about 31 billion is 
produced by hydro plants.

Yet the folk tra- 
ditions of this region are warm 
and human, and close touch 
with nature. Our concern must 
be to provide the South with 
a decent living standard with- 
out losing these inestimable 
values.

Italy Looks To Atomic Fuel 


IN ITALY the generation of electric- 
ity from nuclear power will become an 
urgent need within a few years. Our 
hydraulic energy resources which can 
be economically exploited are, in ef- 
fect, almost completely utilized and the 
cost of conventiormal fuels (coal, oil, 
natural gas) is particularly high, more 
than twice the corres i average 
prices in the United States.

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Motor Scooters Are To Ital

EVERY MORNING 3000 workers en- 
ter through two huge steel gates into 
one of the biggest mechanical factories 
in Italy. A good number of these 3000 
workers are devoted to the manufacture 
of a vehicle which is particularly popu- 
lar and successful: the motor scooter. 
The factory is the Innocenti com- 
pany and is situated at Lambrate, a dis- 
trict of the outskirts of Milan, which 
has become famous in the last 10 years 
for the intense activity of its numerous 
i es and for its peculiar features 
which remind one of the London indus- 
trial areas. There is also another rea- 
son, for its celebrity, the Lambretta, 
the name ofa motor scooter known 
oo the world, has been derived 
from brate. 
Eve year more than a hundred 
motor scooters leave the In- 
nocenti Works by all methods of trans- 
port or by brightly colored special lor- 
ries and are taken to every part of 
Italy and to every corner of the world 
to meet the steadily growing demand. 
*:The story of the motor scooter 
shows how erly the post-war men- 
=, accepts innovations. 

e motor scooter was born 40 
ears ago, its name was “scotamoto” ; 
t was a very ugly construction, short 

and heavy, and had no success. But 
when in the most critical period of 
World War II the Germans from one 


side and the Americans from the other 
felt the need of a particularly small 
vehicle allowing the atroopers to 
move quickly after landing on the hos- 
tile territory, a sort of engine was fit- 
ted on two solid tired wheels, so that 
a man crouched on it could go any- 
where and easily conceal his unusual 
vehicle. Why was the motor scooter 
born? Better, why has it come to life 
again in Italy not elsewhere? Per- 
a because when these rudimentary 
vehicles for paratroopers made their 
tirst appeamence in southern Italy, the 
idea of developing a small and reliable 
vehicle was f excellent. The war 
had not come to an end yet when the 
first projects of a motor scooter had 
already been laid down. Of course like 
any great idea or project intended to 
have a vast development, the motor 
scooter was not the result of an occa- 
sional observation, but of many thor- 
o—- investigations, of considerations 
and experiments. The manufacturer felt 
that there was something extraordinary 
in it, that the new vehicle would have 
changed and improved the social habits 
of the Italiams, also in view of the 
particular gp of Italy: a very 
narrow long country, measuri 
about 1400 km. from top to bottom 
ooane an average width of not more 
than 250 km. A country like this could 
not furnish many touring possibilities

The manufacturer thought of all this 
and foresaw the —y <4 qualities 
of its future machime. Italy has a popu- 
lation of over 40,000,000 inhabitants. A 
good percentage of the motor scooters 
manufactured could go to the farmers 
scattered in the distant. villages, to the 
workers of the factories in the north 
and to the office clerks in the three or 
four most important cities (first of all 
Milan and Rome). But also many other 
working people, artisans with a very 
thin income or people without a con- 
stant work or income could afford a 
motor scooter. 


The roads were in bad condition, 
partially destroyed by the war. 

The motor scooter had to meet all 
these requirements. At the end of the 
war the Lambrate Works were partly 
destroyed; the plants which up to that 
moment had contributed to the war 
production, had to be repaired and mod- 
ernized. There was no sales o iza- 
tion. The manufacturer mew t an 
unusual and courageous effort had to 
be made to create the necessary organ- 
ization and to start the mass production 
of the planned vehicle. 


The new plants were installed rap- 
idly, with a great confidence in the 
future of the mew machine. At the same 
time a sales organization was created. 
This included a large servicing organ- 
ization with specialists to take care of 

e checking, the advertising and all 
the other activities which precede and 
follow the appearance of a new product. 
We worked nearly two years in silence. 
Then one ogeoy | the announcement 
was broadcast on the radio accompanied 
by the popular song of Glenn Miller: 
it was repeated every evening for 
months. ile the Italians took their 
evening meal, the speaker announced: 
“Now, it is 8:20; Lambretta, the motor 
scooter for every family .. .” It was 
one of the most unusual advertising 
campaigns. 

While the Lambrate factory worked 
day and night for the production of the 
motor scooter hundreds of thousands 
of Italians felt more and more excited 
and looked forward to the newcomer. 
When the Lambretta was presented, 


thousands of orders had already been 
received. The Lambretta motor scooter 
was a reality. 

This was the beginning of the suc- 
cess Fad the ee = ae ne 
had t to produce motor scooters 
as an po Ae work, the Lambrate 

lants had been entirely revolutionized 
or a large scale production. In this 
way thousands of units were put on the 
market in a very short time. It was ad- 
vertised as a sports vehicle for young 
persons. It was mecessary first to im- 
press the younger people and then to 
persuade the older ones. In spite of 
amazement, the irony and scepticism 
of many people, who considered the 
new ae as a badly engineered ma- 
chine, a vehicle with limited qualities 
and terribly small wheels, the motor 
scooter gradually began its ascent. The 
production was increased, the sales had 
to be controlled by the police forces 
due to the excessive impatience of the 
purchasers. At first 10, motor scoot- 
ers, then 30,000, then 100,000. 

In the short space of a year and a 
half, the Lambretta had conquered the 
interest of thousands of people. Today 
at least four in one hundred Italians 
own a motor scooter and another four 
enjoy its advantage on the pillion seat. 
The total distance covered on motor 
scooters is over 50 milliard km. and ac- 
cording to an approximate calculation 
the touring increase compared to the 
pre-war figures has been multiplied by 


But still greater is the surprise if 
we consider how much the new ma- 
chine has influenced the transportation 
economy for work purposes. As a mat- 
ter of fact the motor scooter has cre- 
ated many new activities in the areas 
of central and southern Italy where 
there were none. It has multiplied the 
work possibilities for many people in 
the north living too far from the indus- 
trial districts. It has solved the prob- 
lem of transports, especially the ratio 
time/monsy of about two hundred 
workers. 

In recent years the phenomenon 
of the motor scooter has passed the 
Italian border, conquering first Switzer- 
land, then Germany, France, England 
and the northern countries. All Europe 
has gradually made the acquaintance of 
this funny two-wheeled vehicle and 
further thousands of persons have 
known the pleasure of using it. It was 
then easy for the motor scooter to go 
from Europe to the overseas countries.

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Insurance Stages Strong Comeback

THE ESTABLISHMENT IN ITALY of Marine Insurance Companies, in the 
form in which an enterprise is conceived in modern times, dates back about two 
centuries. That such date does not, however, belong to times long past, does not 
detract from the essential contribution which Italy has made, as is well known, 
to the original idea of mutuality and to the very first delineation of insurance 
as a form of protection against hazards, particularly marine risks, which never 
was nor is, even nowadays, easy or possible to be faced by single individuals. In 
fact, going back a few centuries, Italy can boast of the title of pioneer. His- 
torically, this was actually the foundation on which, in the course of time, all 
civilized countries built and developed their insurance business with varying 
success. The result was a network of international relations which has 
characterized and strengthened the beneficial and much-needed action of in- 
surance in every sector of the economy. 


The political and economic condition of the various states into which the 
Italian peninsula was long divided and the lack of that political unity, until 1870, 
are among the principal causes which prevented the companies of the modern 
form, established in Italy, from ranking among the older ones. However, that 
initial, important contribution and the long-estblished traditions have no doubt 
inspired also the promoters and founders of insurance companies in the first 
half of the nineteenth century. In Trieste, Milan, Turin and other Italian cities, 
they created and fostered a number of companies which, even today, in spite of 
a succession of many distressful events which marked this historical period, 
continue to represent one of the vital and efficient forces of the country. Relying 
on an unquestionable tradition and financial power, soundly built and wisely 
managed, they provide, in the specific field of insurance, an example of how it 
is possible to build up, even in a country of comparatively modest economic 
resources, a sound world-wide insurance business. 

The, establishment of the “Azienda Assicuratrice” and of the “Banco Adriatico 
di Assicurazione” in Trieste dates back to 1822 and 1826 respectively. These 
later gave rise to the “Assicurazioni Generali” in 1831, and to the “Riunione 
Adriatica di Sicurta” in 1838. The latter two companies, together with the 
“Compagnia di Assicurazioni di Milano” founded in 1825, the “Reale Mutua” 
established in Turin in 1828, and the “Compagnia Anonima di Assicurazione di 
Torino” created in 1833, formed the group of companies now more than a century 
old. Fourteen other companies, established between 1850 and 1900, some of which 
have not only actively develo in Italy but have also become well known abroad, 
complete the number of I s older insurance organizations. 

These companies constitute the ancient threads of the texture which the 
Italian Insurance business has been sears a structure becoming more and 
more compact, and ———s in the course of years great economic strength and 
prestige. On one side are the technical improvements, designed to render a 
service in keeping with the exigencies of saving and production; on the other 
side the expanding and strengthening of an organization spreading out through 
head offices, branch offices and agencies, in Italy and in numerous foreign 
countries, to the most important cities and the remotest towns. 


As is known, this structure and organizing ability went through many hard 
trials as a result of World War II, which cost Italian companies many a severed 
limb, as experienced in Eastern Europe, and created conditions causing grave 
perturbation wherever the conflict raged. 

The severity itself of those wounds and the harshness of many other difficul- 
ties served to confirm the vitality of the companies concerned. With decisive- 
ness and alacrity, it was possible to recover rapidly many positions and to 
re-establish and rearrange many organizi structures, taking advantage of 
the good name of the companies and of the efficiency of their traditional, proven 
methods of work. Wherever, on the scene of hes insurance activity, the 
mechanism of expropriation and nationalization has appeared, the ground was 
unfortunately lost; but the spirit of initiative and the creative energy which 
had attained those positions with decades of hard work were immediately 
addressed, with unflagging courage and with renewed vigor toward other over- 
seas lands. 

The number and size of the insurance companies operating in the market at 
the end of 1955 were much the same as those in 1938. In 1912, the government 
created a special government-controlled body to carry on life insurance, first 
in the form of a monopoly and subsequently, in 1923, with functions of a privileged 
competitor. Also dating back to 1923 is the present insurance legislation for the 
protection of the insured as well as for the control and investment of the mass 
of savings entrusted to the companies, legislation which has recently undergone 
some changes to bring it up to date, with partial but not radical amendments. 

In the period of comparative “repose enjoyed throughout the world between 
1924 and 1938, with the consequent, though also comparative, financial and economic 
stability, Italian insurance was able to achieve a decisive and progressive de- 
velopment in the national market, paralleled by the expansion and consolidation 
of direct and indirect business abroad. At the end of 1938, the Italian insurance 
companiés totaled on the whole, for direct and indirect business in all branches, 
at home and abroad, the substantial figure of more than three billion lire (1938 
value) of which 1,074 million was for direct and indirect foreign business, proof 
of the appreciation of our insurance throughout the world and a confirmation of 
good prospects and sound promises for future activities. 

Compared with the 88 national and 34 foreign companies operating in Italy in 
1938, there now are 92 national and 44 foreign companies. e opportunities in 
the field of insurance have, however, felt gradually the effects of the exceptional 
events which followed each other in the meantime. And thus, as a result of the 
vast ravages of war and of the fate of the lira, which depreciated to the extent 
of over 95 per cent of its pre-war value, the Italian affairs of the various com- 
panies were reduced in 1945 to only a very small proportion of those existing 
previously, whereas the incidence expenses, which rose rapidly with the new 
monetary levels, was continuing to burden the balance-sheet of companies in an 
ever-increasing measure. 

The toil of reconstruction was faced by Italian insuters, as already said, with 
unflinching courage and strength of purpose, but above all with a sense of great 
trust in the future. Work which was promptly commenced in 1946 appeared 
to have reached the first stage of its readjuctenent in 1950, when in resuming the 
positions reached by pre-war insurance activities, it moved toward further 
progress, on which it was possible to rely on the basis of the encouraging signs 
originating from the various markets. 

After reaching one hundred billion lire in 1950, the aggregate Italian port- 
folio of national and foreign companies operating in Life and non-Life insurance 
reached in 1955 (according to sufficiently accurate estimates—in the absence of 
official figures) over 150 billion lire. 

As far as non-Life business is concerned, the pre-war portfolio, in terms of 
the new monetary level, seems to have been reached in 1955, showing thus the com- 
plete adjustment of the portfolio to the present day values, whereas, in view of 
the well-known difficulties for re-establishing the general saving capacity, the 
readjustment of life insurance has been slower (about two-thirds of the way 
have been covered). There is, therefore, reason to feel confident in the success 
of further efforts to acquire new business, to which any improvement in the 
Italian economic situation will undoubtedly contribute.

Re-Insurance In Italy 


Notes From a Conversation 


With Prof. Bruno de Mori 


EVERYBODY KNOWS HOW IMPORTANT “re-insurance” is for expansion 
and development of the various forms of insurance, especially those concerning 
damages to persons and properties. 


The technical function of re-insurance consists in giving stability to the busi- 
ness of those companies which assume risks direct, and in allowing, through the 
distribution of such risks among many markets and enterprises, the underwriting 
of considerable amounts on the single risk, without exposing direct underwriters 
to the consequences of catastrophy in geographical areas or specific risk coverages. 


In Italy, re-insurance is practiced as an organic form of activity by a group 
of companies dealing with re-insurance only; and as an important accessory 
activity, by some of the leading Italian insurance companies. Life re-insurance 
and the various branches connected with damages are presently taken care of by 
six re-insurance companies, namely: Compagnia di Roma, la Consorziale, Reale 
Riassicurazioni, Societa’ Italo Americana di Riassicurazioni, la Vittoria Rias- 
sicurazioni, Unione Italiana di Riassicurazione, and the great international groups 
of the Assicurazioni Generali—Trieste, of the Riunione Adriatica di Sicurta’ 
(including the affiliated company, Assicuratrice Italiana). 


Taking only the re-insurance companies, some interesting figures, in U.S. 
dollars, showing the 1954 premium income as well as the amount of capitals and 
reserves as at Dec. 31, 1954 are shown in the chart to the left. 


It is interesting to note that those companies’ capital is made up by the 
leading Italian companies and, as far as the Conipagnia di Roma and the Unione 
Italiana di Riassicurazione are concerned, by the Istituto Nazionale delle Assi- 
curazioni (state institute operating in “life” insurance). 


Further to be noted is the particular constitution of the Unione Italiana di 
Riassicurazione, established in April, 1922, which, in accordance with a state 
regulation, does not only operate re-insurance in Italy and abroad but has also a 
wide activity in the insurance field for account of the Italian market and, in 
certain circumstances, for the state too. In effect, the Unione carried out and 
is presently carrying out duties of technical and administrative direction of the 
following pools and company constituted by the societies operating in Italy in 
some particular forms of insurance which—owing to their technical character- 
istics and their exceptional period of duration—require or required a uniform 
discipline and an adequate co-ordination: 


“Consorzio” of Aviation Insurance, Italian “Consorzio” of Marine Hull In- 
surance, Italian “Consorzio” for Life Substandard Risk Insurance, Latin Union 
of “Valuables” Insurance, Italian Credit Insurance Company. 


For account of the Italian State, the Unione was intrusted with the following 
particularly delicate and important managements: Reinsurance of Marine and 
Aviation War Risks, Reinsurance of Ordinary Marine Risks concerning hulls 
and buildings of big values, recoveries of vessels sunk during the 1915-1918 war. 


In connection with the mentioned activities, the Unione ‘as representative 
for the respective groups, participates in various international associations, such 
as: International Union Aviation Insurance, head office, London; International 
Credit Insurance Association, Zurich; Co-operation Internationale Pour Les 
Assurances Sur La Vie Des Risques Aggraves, Helsinki; L’Union D’Assureurs 
Pour Le Controle Des Credits Internationaux (which groups the organizations 
operating in the “export credit” insurance commercial and political risks), Berne. 


From 1946, the Italian re-insurance companies have considerably developed 
their activities in all fields and established important mutual relations with all 


the other insurance markets throughout the world, overtaking and surpassing the 
pre-war positions. 


As a consequence of the persisting bad results of some branches of insurance, 
especially, in certain markets, of the third party liability, and therefore, due to 
the heavy losses suffered by the companies in the last few years, the rate of 
development is presently decreasing. This situation is obviously temporary, as 
the markets will certainly be able to recover their technical stability as a con- 
sequence both of the measures adopted by the markets and of the re-insurance 
restrictions. It is therefore anticipated that the Italian re-insurance will still 
go On growing as a first-class element in the scheme of the multiform world 
re-insurance connections. - 
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This is a view of modern picture studios in Rome; com- 


parable to the major studios of other nations, these form 
the citadel of Italian movie making. 


Italy at Work; Needs Foreign Trade

President of the General Confederation of Italian Industry 


TWO PRINCIPAL MOTIVES, among others, have made us welcome the initia- 
tive of the Post-Dispatch in dedicating a special supplement to Italy: first, to ex- 
press to the United States our deep gratitude for the help which, in so extraordi- 
narily difficult moments, has given our country the possibility of salvation; sec- 
ond, because it is fitting to give the American people a proof of the progress of 
the entire economic life in our country and, above all, of the progress of our in- 
dustry in these recent years. 


The American ople will realize 
that the sacrifices t have made were 
not in vain. They have not been in 
vain from the material standpoint, be- 
cause the determination to work which 
animated the American people has 
served to dissipate the propaganda of 
destructive powers. 


Besides these motives. there is pride 
that our production today is competi- 
tive in all markets with regard to qual- 
ity of products as well as prices. - 


Despite loss of our overseas terri- 
tories, which for the most part brought 
to the economics of our country a gen- 
erous inflow of capital and energy, in- 
dustrial production has been increased 
by more than 100 per cent since the 
war. 


Italian industrial production repre- 
sents today one third of the entire na- 
tional production, notwithstanding the 
fact that the people employed in indus- 
try do not represent much more than a 
fourth of the entire working population. 


May I still be allowed to underline 
the reconstruction work and moderniza- 
tion of our factories to make up for the 
years lost in the war and after the 
war, which was possible, thanks to the 
extensive help given us from America and the faithfal and sincere collaboration 
which the Americans succeeded in carrying through in Europe. All these are too 
well known to repeat with figures and data. We are, however, recording several 
elements, which to recall is important, because they may easily be forgotten. 
Italy is poor in raw materials which she must get from foreign markets: and for 
this reason it is an absolute necessity, we may say a life necessity, to have large 
outlets of export. 


Reconstruction of the mercantile fleet has helped to improve international 
balance in maritime transportation and the serenity of Italy has augmented the 
influx of tourists, who find in our country not only the sun, the beauty, but also, 
a new peace of mind. But the maritime activity and the tourists do not supply 
enough influx of capital to create for Italy a favorable balance of trade and 
more export must be achieved to accomplish that, if possible. For, in the near 
future, the nation must begin to feel the heavy weight of servicing loans of re- 
construction; and, moreover, it is desirous that foreign as well as Italian moneys 
invested in Italian enterprise should continue to remain invested and to yield a 
return to the investors. 


Export. not only pays in direct returns, but supplies the advantage of knowing 
the markets, creating sagacity for regular production, and constant maintenance 
of competitive capacity through adapting oneself to conditions of the market, 
the permanent holding of qualified personnel, and in keeping pace with technical 
progress. This leads to solution of the noticeable problems, which are also the 
problems of the native market; for it is evident that expansion only of the native 
market of a c poor in raw materials creates problems in the balance 
payments. The ation of any development of the native markets increases 
the necessity of integrat these deficiencies in the state of our sav since 
we have to dedicate a considerable part of our savings to the large ts 
of public investments in order to create the necessary economic balance in the 
under-developed zones. 


An influx of foreign capital to Italy, though being of considerable importance, 
would still not constitute the sole and unique solution. And thus I come back to 
our needs for an important export. A better, a more objective, _—- know!l- 
edge of the Italian economical conditions, of the ictive ty, of the 
possibilities she offers to economic investments would, without doubt, be useful 
not only as concerns the ibility of an increase of our export, but also stimu- 
late the quantity of foreign savings, desired to be transformed into capital, to 
come to our country. 


The Italian Federation of Industry has created offices and placed the service 
at the disposal of everyone who needs information and advice or assistance to 
overcome difficulties arising from official formalities that present themselves 
in every country in connection both with export and capital investments. It 
seems to us that in this way we can demonstrate that we have not forgotten the 
debt of gratitude towards the American people.

I HAVE BEEN ASKED 
what I think of the crisis in 
the Italian motion. picture 
business, of today’s trends, 
and whether I think that the 
preferences of movie audi- 
ences in the various coun- 
tries (or at least in Western 
Europe and America) are 
bound to undergo progres- 
sive changes in the near fu- 
ture. This sort of question 
is so general, amd touches 
such an enormous amount 
of cultural, esthetic, social 
and other interests, that I 
obviously find it difficult 
to organize the answer. 


However, I cam safely say that the 
crisis in motion picture business 
whether in Italy or in America or other 
countries, is due to the same reason: 
the change in the public taste. 


I firmly believe any producer's 


greatest ability lies in quickly spotting 
the new taste trends, the new view- 
point of the public in judging the value 
of a show. 


Still today many producers, m 
America more than in any other coun- 
try, are led to believe that the show 
must influence the public, that the show 
im upon the audience a certain 
fashion, or taste, or psychological or 
moral style. In fact, from the very 
birth of the film industry, up to World 
War II, such principle probably was 
valid and therefore fruitful. Sufficient 
proofs of that lie in the “star” phe- 
romenon that overwhelmed a genera- 
tion to the point that youths all over 
the coun wearing the same 
clothes and hair styles, adapting their 
own attitudes to trends represented in 
the pictures. 


Today, however, the audience aims 
at finding “itself” in the show. This 
applies especially to the audience of 
the “thirty-year olds,” formed by in- 
dividuals whose life and cultural expe- 
riemces are vastly different from those

of the generation that preceded. This 
audience is not satisfied by a show that 
is merely a “show,” that is, “90 min- 
utes entertainment.” It seeks in the 
picture all the things that interest in 
daily existence and reading, contents, 
problems, the solutions or the sugges- 
tions for solving the innumerable in- 
terrogation marks in modern life. It 
therefore seems a great mistake to fol- 
low abused lines and trends, to use 
standard gags and situations which have 
long since lost their power of attrac- 
tion. 


Therefore, also im view of TV's 
competition, the best system seems te 
me that of conducting the production 
of a picture on an artistic basis and 
within the field of ideas. During my 
recent trip to the United States, on 
occasion of the world premiere of 
“WAR AND PEACE,” I backed this 
idea in interviews, adding that a good 
idea would be that of mserting in the 
production of either Italian or Amer- 
ican films a number of European tai- 
ents (writers, playwriters, directors) 
who would bring new blood and new 
energies into an organization by no 
means ill mor constitutionally imper- 
fect, but undoubtedly impoverished,

Paper Making in Italy 


By P. Caretta

AS IS WELL KNOWN, paper was invented by the Chimese and the art of paper- 
making was slowly taken up by the various Asiatic nations and by the Arabians. 
It was the latter who, during their invasions of continental Europe, taught its 
process of manufacture first to the Spaniards and Italians. 


This occurred around the year 1000 A.D. and there still exist numerous docu- 
ments that testify that between the years 1200 and 1300 A.D. paper manufacture 
in Italy became a flourishing industry. This art continued to develop, but it was 
always an artisan’s irdustry, in some instances still is, with a great number of 
paper mills of very limited production being run as family concerns. 


Until the second world war, the Italian paper industry came mainly under the 
influence of German paper industry; secondly under influence of the Scandina- 
vian industry. At the end of the war; thanks to technical and economical aid 
given by the United States under the Marshall Plan and E.R.P., through informa- 
tion, cultural exchanges and financing, as well as greater facilities afforded for 
visiting American paper mills, Italian paper manufacturers were given the oppor- 
tunity of convincing themselves of American leadership and to avail themselves 
of American experience. There took place, therefore, a modernization of plants with 
machinery imported from the United States with the aid of financial loans, and 
with machinery built in Italy under license of American firms. Production has, 
as a result, considerably increased as compared to pre-war. The consumption of 
paper, though still much below the average of. continental Europe, has greatly 
increased. 


Forecasts for the future are encouraging, due to the fact that imdustrializa- 
tion of the southern regions of the Italian peninsula will undoubtedly open up an 
important new market, where consumption remains at an extremely low figure im 
all fields. Paper making in the south is hampered by lack of water and raw 
materials. It is hoped state reforestation will open the road to establishment of 
a paper-making industry in the South. 


Italy’s lack of raw materials is overcome by imports from Scandinavia and 
Canada and by utilizing poplar plantations on the plain of the river Po and a 
fair production of wheat straw pulp. While before the war a paper machine speed 
of 700 feet per minute was considered an unsurpassable speed for paper contain- 
ing poplar pulp, nowadays a speed of 1000 feet per minute has been attained and 
there is good ground to hope that mew machines now building will reach a speed 
of over 1500 feet per minute.

Power and Phones 
Out on Farm, Too

in. Certainly nothing like the 40-below zero weather 
reported from Montana or even the heavy snows in 
Colorado, but enough to let us know we live in the coun- 
try. The thermometer be- 
gan to drop early on Sat- 
urday morning and hard 
showers of rain came driv- 
ing down, so that we had 
to slip out between spells 
to feed the heifers on the 
ridge near the barn and 
the cows over across the 
highway. We weren't too 
concerned for the cows, 
even if bad weather came, 
because no calves are due 
and the animals have good 
shelter in the heavy thicket 
and cedars. And there's 
nothing a husky Hereford 
minds less than rough 
weather. 
. Along about noon, how- 
_ ever, the thermometer went 
to freezing and the rain 
kept coming down, with now and then a touch of sicet. All 
afternoon it kept up and we could see the thick coating of 
ice forming on the trees and multiflora hedges and even 
on the grass in the fields, It was along about 4 o’clock, just 
as I started out to finish the feeding while it was still day- 
light, that we heard a tremendous crash and the lights went 
out. Looking up toward the old elm tree which stands 
on the road near the barn, we saw that at least one huge 
hollow limb had broken and tumbled down across the 
power and telephone lines, flattening them both to the 
ground. 


0: last weekend the first real storm of winter blew 


Generally when there’s a power failure we report it 
by telephone and it is fixed in short order. This time 
there was no phone. So I hurried through the feeding, 
piled the wood-box full of logs for the fireplace and smaller 
wood for the kitchen stove, and then stacked extra logs— 
the biggest in the woodpile—in the back entry way where 
they stood gleaming with a thick coating of ice. After 
that, we filled the fireplace, which already had a hot fire 
in it, to over-flowing; for this was a major disaster which 
we knew couldn't be repaired for several hours. Then, 
hoping the highway hadn't had time to ice up, I drove to 
the telephone exchange at Caledonia and reported our trou- 
bles. Bob Wilcox called for his truck and started out in 
the darkness to work on the phone line—with an admoni- 
tion from me to watch for the hot power line. The power 
company said they were having plenty of other troubles 
but would head right out our way from Ironton, 
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There’s nothing disastrous about a power fail- 
ure if it doesn’t last too long and the thermometer 
isn’t down around zero, but it is inconvenient. Elec- 
tricity runs our water pump, as well as the furnace, 
cooking range, refrigerator and lights. But by the 
time I reached home, Ginnie had boomed up the 
fire in the little wood stove that is a real “must” in 
the country kitchen. She'd shut off the upstairs 
rooms to save heat—and even the downstairs bed- 
room, Supper was sizzling away merrily on the 
wood stove. The candles were lighted and the 
house had an unusually cheerful look about it. 
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@ SUPPER BESIDE the open fire is a pleasant Institu- 
tion under any circumstances, but especially so by candle- 
light, and when we saw the searchlight beams of the power 
company repairmen up along the road, we knew they were 
on the job. But the power’ didn’t come on and I drew a 
couple of buckets of water from the cistern and put it 
on to heat, so we could save whatever was in the pres- 
sure tank for drinking. After supper it didn’t take long 
to grow sleepy, for there was no radio and not enough light 
for reading. So at 9 o’clock we brought down the camp- 
ing bedrolls and a couple of mattresses and spread them 
in the living room. 

_— 

There was so little wind outdoors that the 
house held its heat remarkably well. Just the same, 
about every two hours during the night I'd wake 
up and pile more logs on the fire. Up the road we 
could still see the lights of the repair trucks and 
realized that, with a widespread ice-storm, there 
must be hundreds of men out working on the lines 
all across the mid-west—and we felt both grateful 
and sorry for them, 
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@ FIRST THING in the morning we emptied the re- 
frigerator freezing unit, carrying ‘its contents onto an open 
porch where the temperature’ was just 22 degrees. Break- 
fast was soon made on the wood stove and when I went 


out to feed, the day seemed not unpleasant. The cattle 
had to lick up their feed from a layer of ice that had 
formed in the feed bunks, but they even prefer this to 
being moved into the. barn. And the ground was frozen 
hard enough to spread their hay in the fields as usual. 
The animals seemed to feel especially good, in fact, gal- 
loping and butting and playing as though it were spring. 
The mares and Cricket nickered for their corn and hay, 
but after they'd eaten they seemed glad to head out across 
the frozen fields again. Next chore was to make certain 
the bird feeders were well-stocked with grain, for they 
are especially busy on such a morning, and then I took 
a_ bucket of cracked corn out and scattered it under the 
brush piles where our bobwhites would be likely to find it. 

When all the chores were finished, including recharg- 
ing the woodbox with a big supply of logs and stove wood, 
we settled down for a day beside the fire. But at just about 
that time—17 hours after it had gone off—the power came 
on again. The furnace started, the pump went on, the re- 
frigerator hummed and a half-dozen lights which had been 
on when the power went off lit up again, Another emer- 
gency was over and no one the worse for it, except for 
a lost night's sleep and many hours of hard wort on the 
part of the men who'd stuck at the task of repairing the 
ice-laden power lines.

O A northern village of the 

Rio Grande in the royal 

Spanish. kingdom of New 
Mexico, Roberto Castillo came 
home on Dec. 30, 1809, bringing 
his invoice, and accompanied by 
Governor, his burro, whose 
pack was empty. 

Awaiting him in the swept 
yard of their small earthen 
house was his younger brother, 
Carlos Castillo, who, though his 
eagerness to hear all the news 
was so great that it made his 
bones dance within him, now 
lounged against the faded blue 
wooden door case to give a pic- 
ture of indifference. 

Ever since their boyhood in 
this same village, whose little 
houses like boxes of earth clung 
jn squares to the ditch-sides 
that ran from the river, the 
brothers had made their living 
as saintmakers. 

They learned their craft from 
a strange Franciscan father 
who appeared one day riding a 
horse and announcing that he 
would stay a fortnight to fulfill 
the spiritual needs of the vil- 
lagers. He was an frritable man.

What is wrong with 
taking off your shirts and go- 
ing to work and making some 
statues yourselves?” 

He finished by asking for 
volunteers to help him; and 
later was almost soured with 
joy to see the adolescent Cas- 
tillo brothers, who were clever 
with their hands, come around 
after Mass and report to him.

E showed them all the steps 
Ho making a saint, many of 
which were humble. The 
brothers were fashioned by God 
to constitute, between them, 
that which it took to make a 
work of faith, which was the 
same thing as saying a work of 
art. Roberto had the eye, the 
swift and careful hand, to see 
what lay hidden in a stick of 
wood and to carve it free; while 
Carlos had the patient and mus- 
ing joy to work by measure, 
like an apothecary, and never 
by the flash of certainty that 

comes from nowhere. 

In teaching the Castillo broth- 
ers the reverend missioner had 
a glimpse of the same kind of

HERE still is no cure for 
T the common cold nor is 

there anything which can 
shorten its duration or lighten 
its punch or prevent a person 
from catching one, according to 
a consensus of top medical and 
other scientific men. 

Because the “‘cold season” is 
at hand, this writer asked 10 
doctors of high professional 
reputation how they treated 
their own cold. With unanimity 
they said they took in lots of 
fluids, ate lightly, kept “regu- 
lar,” avoided fatigue, and “let 
the virus runs its course.” 

No medication, except, per- 
haps, a couple of aspirins or 
some other  pain-deadeners; 
if their noses were 
stopped, a couple of spray- 
puffs of a “decongestant” such 
as one per cent neo-synephrine 
now and then. The treatment is 
for the symptoms because there 
is no treatment for the cause. 

The cause is a specific virus 
(or viruses) which, lucky for 
people, is “self-limited.” The 
length of its

weeks or s0. 

That is why the common cold 
is an ideal toy for amateur con- 


has been taking hot whisky- 
sours or sucking licorice or 
gulping cold medicines, he will 
give the so-called remedy the 
credit which it doesn’t deserve.

BUT WHAT MOST PEOPLE 
call colds are not always what 
scientific medicine recognizes 
as such. In medicine a cold is a 
runny nose without fever. Even 
then it may not be a cold—it 
may be the manifestation of an 
allergy. If there is fever or if 
the throat or other body parts 
aside from the nose, are in- 
volved, the trouble is something 
other than a cold. 

There are all sorts of viruses 
which can infect the respiratory 
system, from those which cause 
pneumonia to the one (or more) 
which causes the common cold. 

On the authority of Dr. Abner 
M. Fuchs, of New York Univer- 
sity's post-graduate medical 
school and author of a recent, 
much admired report on the 
whole subject to the New York 
State Medical Society, the symp- 
toms these viruses can cause 
“are virtually- indistinguishable 
from those of a simple cold, in- 
flueriza, or streptococcal sore 
throat.” 

There's no specific remedy 
for them, either—the symptoms 
are treated because there is no 
way of getting at the causes. 
But self-treatment or messing 
around with the severe cases 
isn't bright because they can 
lead to many complications, 
some grave. A doctor should 
have a look.

BUSINESS WOULD LIKE to 
have it licked, and science would 
like nothing more than to lick 
it, since the scientist or scien- 
tists who turn the trick would 
be honored at once as major 
benefactors of mankind. To 
hasten the coming of that happy 
day, business men anc scientists 
have formed the Common Cold 
Foundation to back and co- 
ordinate research. 

So far there has been no 
progress. The chief obstacle is 
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an appalling ignorance of the 
intimate chemical nature of the 
virus. No one has even seen 
one—it is too small to come 
within the range of the most 
powerful microscopes. Indeed, 
the evidence that it exists is all 
circumstantial. 


. - + 

TO COMPLICATE EFFORTS 
to dispel the ignorance, the virus 
shows its baleful characteristics 
in only two animals—man and 
the chimpanzee. The use of 
the former for experimentation 
is strictly limited, and the lat- 
ter is an extremely expensive 
laboratory animal, both in orig- 
inal cost and in maintenance in 
health and well-being. 

Science knows the virus ex- 
ists because you can put a swab 
into the nose of a person with 
a cold, then put that swab into 
the nose of a person without a 
cold, and be reasonably sure 
the second person will come 
down with a cold in 
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gely, human vo 

who have been eRe nom 
cold virus develop a cold which 
ean't. be to other 
human beings by contact or 
intimate association. That com- 
plicates research because the 
cold virus “in nature” hasn't 
the slightest difficulty getting 
around among people. 

The National Institute of 
Health has so far isolated 17 
viruses, all much alike yet 
all different in their 


veloped an expe 
cine against one of the 17, and 
it hopes to develop and prove 
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one vaccine effective against all 
17, That is very real hope for 
the future. As regards the com- 
mon cold virus (‘or viruses) 
there is no real hope for any- 
thing any time soon. It has been 
estimated that Americans col- 
lectively have 400,000,000 colds 
a year. Dr. Fuchs says that “na- 
tural colds” nearly always orig- 
inate “through contact with 
someone else who has a cold.” 

He found that “chilling and 
drafts appear to have no effect 
on susceptibility,” which points 
to another prime question—how 
do the body's defenses deal with 
the cold virus? Obviously they 
deal with it most successfully 
quite frequently. Dr. Fuchs 
thought that research into this 
question could be no less fruit- 
ful than studies of the virus 
itself. 

He estimated that about half 
the people who think they have 
colds, really have an allergic 
in the nose—“allergic 

A doctor, throvgh 
certain tests, can tell the dif- 
ference—the layman can't. Peo- 
ple who have “colds” constantly, 
ought to find out if they really 
have colds because medicine 
can do things for allergies. 

Incidentally this close simi- 
larity between the cold (rhinitis) 
and allergic rhinitis is the basis 
of the popularity of anti- 
histamine “cold” medicines. 
Anti-histamines will give tem- 
porary relief for some 
flare-ups, without curing, of 
course, but medical science has 
found them powerless against 
the cold virus.

Johnny, who had struggled 
for as long as two years to get 
some of his songs recorded, 
had to struggle for two 
months before Gene Autry 
agreed to gamble on the nov- 
elty number. That recording 
has now sold more than 5,-

different arrangements have 
sold 20,000,000 more discs.

LITTLE RUDOLPH, now an 
established world-wide Christ- 
mas classic, has earned Johnny 
more than half a million dollars, 
will probably earn that much 
again by the time Marks’s copy- 
right expires 48 years from now 
and the little reindeer gallops 
into the public domain. 

In the first three years after 
Rudolph appeared on the scene 
more than 300 imitative Christ- 


mas novelty songs appeared, 
but quickly tinkled into ob- 
livion. 


“Time after time people have 
tried to get me to write sequels 
about Rudolph,” said Marks, 
“but I never will. It took me 
only a week to write the song— 
or a week plus 20 years, if you 
count the time it took me to 
learn what to throw away.

N archeologist uses the 
A sharp blade of curiosity to 

scrape away at the myster- 
ies of time. The past is his goal, 
and the oldest things become 
newest. There is no more ex- 
acting profession. And George 
E. Mylonas thinks there is no 
more fascinating profession. 

He has stood on a hill in Ar 
cadia and furrowed his brow in 
frustration at the elusiveness of 
the identity of a lost city once 
there. 

He has moved through the 
waters at the bottom of the 
Aegean sea, probing the mys- 
tery of Roman galleys sunk 
deep there in silt and time. 

Since boyhood, Mylonas has 
been entranced with what may 
be found beneath the surface— 
beneath the surface of earth, 
of water, of time. Wealth to 
him means a different thing 
than to most men, and, as you 
hear him talk, his scems a more 
satisfying form of wealth. 

“A broken bit of stone may 
be worth more than all the gold 
in the world, to an archeolo- 
gist,” Mylonas said. And quite 
an archeologist he is, one of 
the world’s most widely known, 
and also quite a teacher—stu- 
dents drop in to his classes for 
the pure interest and entertain- 
ment to be derived there. 

Mylonas is professor of art 
and archeology at Washington 
University—his courses include 
Greek and Roman art and an- 
cient and medieval art; peren- 
nially they are among the most 
popular offered on the campus. 
His humor is one reason—he is 
loaded with such non-painless 
education advisements as the 
best way to cook octopus, and 
the fact that just about every- 
body in Greece is named 
George. 

His unrestrained enthusiasm 
for his subject is probably the 
main reason, however, for his 
popularity. Here is a man who 
really digs ancient history, and 
in a purely non-academic fash- 
ion; he gets with it personally 
and the expeditions he heads 
annually back to his native 
Greece has unearthed many im- 
portant finds in the world of 
archeology. 

* ¥ 

T is almost Impossible to 

spend any time with Mylonas 

without catching the fever. His 
preoccupation with the search 
for the name of his lost city, 
for instance, is. downright con- 
tagious. The site, on the hill in 
Arcadia, has massive _ stone 
walls—a fortress city. An im- 
portant city. Right there in the 
glory that was Greece. Mylonas 
had uncovered the walls. 

“But Pausanias never men- 
tioned it,” he said. “None of 
the writers mentioned it. Why 
is this? A city like this? What 
is the reason? Do you under- 
stand the strangeness of it?” 

He was pacing the floor. We 
went with him, concerned. Pau- 
sanias, it developed; was a 
wandering scribe of about 150 
A.D. whose “Descriptions of 
Greece” is the archeologists’ 
bible. Pausanias went from place 
to place, writing up each city, 
its people and color. Where he 
sold this copy nobody knows 
but everybody is happy he did 
it. (Is anybody taking care of 
this 1956 A.D.? Other than 
Duncan Hines?) 

Here, however, is a _ city 
Pausanias evidently didn't get 
around to. And it furnishes My- 
lonas with one of his two major 
ambitions—to identify it. The 
other ambition is to attempt to 
salvage relics, treasures of an- 
tiquity, that may lie in the 
Straits of Salamis where the 
Greeks sunk the Persian fleet 
about 480 B.C. 

When this latter project 
comes about, Mylonas will be 
an experienced diving hand. 
Back in 1952, when he was a 
stripling of 53, he donned his 
first diving rig and went down 
in the Aegean sea for explora- 
tory work. 

“Digging in the earth has be- 
come an exact science,” he said. 
“But digging in water — well, 
that is something else again.” 

Digging in the earth has 
brought Mylonas many honors. 
One, the Cross of the Com- 
mander of the Order of King 
George I by King Paul of 
Greece, came in recognition of 
his achievements in excavating 
the ruins of Mycenae and

Eleusis and co-ordinating the 
results" into hitherto unknown 
knowledge of Greek and Roman 
civilizations. Less resoundingly, 
but to him as satisfactory, was 
his election some time ago by 
Washington University students 
as the best teacher on the 
campus. 


How did he become an arche- 
ologist? 

Inborn, he supposed. Back in 
his home town of Smyrna, 
Greece, his father’s gardener 
unearthed an ancient skeleton. 
To the gardener, it was old 
bones. To the 10-year-old boy 
who was young Mylonas, it was 
all the lure of things gone; the 
mystery of the past. 

He received a B.A. from the 
International College of 
Smyrna, a diploma and later a 
Ph.D. from the University of 
-Athens, attended Johns Hop- 
kins University, taught at the 
Universities of Illinois and Chi- 
cago and, in 1933, came to 
Washington VU. ‘ 

As.a student, he studied in 
practically all the major Eu- 
ropean and Egyptiam museums. 
Museums to him remain. the 
answer to worry and disturb- 
ances. In an age of tranquiliz- 
ing pills, Mylonas prefers to 
go sit quietly with the past un- 
til troubles fade away or get 
into perspective. Antiquity does 
more than drugs can to justify 
God's way to man, is his ap- 
proach. 

A teacher who derives joy 
from teaching, he remains, 
nevertheless, an explorer bas- 
ically. He has _ returned to 
Greece many times on _ sab- 
batical leave, heading the 
Washington University arche- 
ological expeditions.

RS. MYLONAS has accom- 
M panies him, and, last sum- 

mer, one of his children, 
lone, a junior at Wellesley 
studying to be an archeologist, 
went along to help with the dig- 
ging. He has three other chil- 
dren. 

It was Mylonas who, in 1954. 
made what has been pronounced 
the most important discovery of 
its kind ever made on Greek 
soil—a four-and-one-half-foot 
vase, dating from 650 B.C., found 
in a cemetery near Athens. It 
is regarded by archeologists as 
the finest example of proto- 
Attica art in existence. 

Last summer he completed 
excavations, begun in 1952, of 
the cemetery at Eleusis. In 
heading up these Washington 
University archeological expedi- 
tions, Mylonas utilizes Greek 
labor—archeological digging is 
an old and skilled trade in 
Greece—and invariably calls on

“He has some extra sense, I 
cannot attempt to define it.” 
said Mylonas, as we sat in his 
office at the university, an of- 
fice packed with shelves of ob- 
jects from the past. “He knows 
when he is coming to a find, 
knows before he sees it.” 


Scalpel-like scrapers made of 


olive wood are used to dig 
around a relic.

nightmare of the archeologist 
is to watch something of vast 
historical value crumble to dust 
before ones eyes. ‘And it’s a 
nightmare that not infrequently 
happens.) 


“A man may work an entire 
day around an object,” said My-

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lonas, “and at the end of the 
day have completed a cavity 
no larger than a small soup 
bowl.” 

Consequently, pictures — in- 
numerable pictures — are 
taken of every step. Then, if 
the find goes back to dust at 
least the archeologist has some- 
thing for his efforts. Mylonas’s 
expeditions usually consist of 
about 25 laborers, headed by 
Karametros and his son Nichol- 
as, who is developing the same 
extra sense. 

“Time and time again I have 
seen Karametros digging away 
furiously, then pause—go very 


carefully, and — sure enough! 
There would be something 
there. It 1s hot coincidence,’ 


Mylonas said. 

Mylonas’s work has won him 
Fulbright, Guggenheim Ameri- 
can Philosophical Society grants 
and grants from the Institute 
for Advanced Study, Princeton, 
N. d. 

His many findings have con- 
tributed many facets of knowl- 
edge; his own conclusion is 
that human nature hasn't 
changed since the time of the 
ancients. Not even installment 
plans are new. In ancient 
Greece you could buy a house, 
FHA plan, for 50 drachmae a 
month, principal and interest, 
and your mortgage was made 
of stone. ‘(Now it just seems 
as if it's made ‘of stone.’ 

The Washington University 
expeditions headed by Mylonas 
have uncovered pottery, tools, 
weapons, grindstones and mor- 
tars, spindle-whorls used — by 
women in their weaving.

He said, “As I was being low- 
ered I kept thinking of the trip 
of Persephone to the lower 
world, . : 

The human side of the an- 
cients is found in many ways, 
some touching. He told of find- 
ing the skeleton of a small 
child. 

“By the child's head we found 
the feeding bottle and two 
figurines of the Mycenaean 
Great Goddess under whose 
protection the child was left. 
Just to make the journey pleas- 
ant they placed near its hand 
a miniature terra cotta chariot 
which, I guess, was the equiva- 
lent of our toy automobile. This 
altogether unique find sheds a 
good deal of light on human re- 
lations in that remote period 
and is unparalleled in finds 
from any other site.” 

The use of many small vases 
found in graves was figured out. 
They were to contain the tears 
of friends.

For the last seven years My- 
lonas has spent his time about 
equally divided—half here, and 
half in Greece. He is much in 
demand as a speaker, yet has 
found time to write more than 
100 scientific books and papers. 

“To the Sea, O Mystae!” is 
printed over the title of his 
work on Eleusis and the Eleu- 
Sinian Mysteries. 


And to the sea is where he 
greatly desires to go. 

The diving he has done was 
purely exploratory. The diving 
he wants to do, in the Straits 
of Salamis, will be the real, 
chips-down thing. 

The ocean floor under the 
scene of this great sea battle, 
he believes, will yield a treas- 
ure of finds to chink in gaps in 
archeological knowledge. Right 
now, it is undecided where the 
money will come from for this 
costly undertaking. 

“But someday,” Mylonas said. 
his eyes gleaming. “Ah, some- 
day—”"

HAT is archeology? What 
is the point? 


“For one thing, it is gen- 
erally misunderstood,” Mylonas 
explained. “To the many, arche- 
ology has become synonymous 
to treasure hunting and the 
archeologist of the public imagi- 
nation is the scholar, bald- 
headed and bearded, lean 
enough to go through any and 
all key-holes, who spends most 
of his time in pyramids and 
graves. associating with mum- 
mies and playing with glittering 
treasures. 

“However, archeology is not 

a hunt after treasures. It is the 
study of the human past as 
revealed by objects made by 
man, and the task of the arche- 
ologist is to discover, to reveal, 
to study and to reconstruct the 
culture and civilizations which 

flourished in the past. He must 

be concerned primarily not 

with what he can find—but with 

what he can learn. Archeology 

is digging after knowledge.” 

Why spend so much time and 
money trying to uncover the 
past? ; 

“The study of the past pro- 
vides us with a vista of human 
experience and effort whose 
knowledge will make us appre- 
ciate and understand better the 
present, and visualize the fu- 
ture,” he said. 

He added there fs no greater 
thrill that that experienced by 
a scholar who finds himself in 
a position to prove that a myth 
or legend is actually based on 
fact.

NE opportunity he had to do 
(Oinis came a few years ago 

when he found prehistoric 
Greek graves, believed to be 
those of King Oedipus’s son and 
Six other legendary heroes who 
joined in an assault on the sev- 
en gates of Thebes. 

“The story of the Seven is as 
famous as the Trojan war,” he 
exulted, then. “I never hoped 
to see the day when I would be 
uncovering that most exciting 
page of Greek life, and would 
be turning legend into history.” 

hete is exultation in this 
art, and there is frustration. 
Frustration came when the divy- 
ing expedition ran up against 
one stark fact—mud, so much 
mud that not enough money or 
time were on hand to adequate- 
ly explore an ancient ship. 

“Reluctantly we had to break 
the investigation,” Mylonas said. 
“But day and night the same 
questions haunt me. What is 
the cargo in the hold of that 
ship? Does it consist of statues 
and work of art as we hope’ 
Does it have some rare vases 
and bronzes aboard? And what 
will be its fate?” 

This, then, is the world that 
this particular explorer-teacher 
lives in. Half his life is here, 
in a prosaic classroom at Wash- 
ington University. Half his life 
is in ancient Greece, thousands 
of miles and years away, up on 
a mountain, down in a well or 
deep in an ocean or excavation. 
To him, the two worlds are far 
closer than they appear to most 
folks. 

“People really aren't much 
different,” he said. “Any place. 
Or any time.” 

And next year he will go back 
looking, as always—for some- 
thing new in antiquity, his olive 
wood scalpel—and his curiosity 
—as sharp as always.

Television in Review 


|| Flood of Feature Movies on TV 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15. 

HE flood of Class A pictures 
T has now been unloosed on 

televisioh and the reverber- 
ations are going to be heard a 
long, long time. In New York 
City, where the CBS outlet is 
showing M.G.M.’s monster back- 
log of feature pictures on its 
late and early shows, the movies 
creamed the opposition just as 
they did in Los Angeles, 

Thns has already led to some 
sweeping and, I think, wholly 
misleading conclusion. Live TV 
can't compete with Class A films 
that cost millions of dollars. 
Network television is digging its 
own grave by allowing the film 
capital to compete with its high 
quality merchandise in its own 
store. The motion picture in- 
dustry is digging its own grave 
by giving the public free access 
in the nome to some of the 
movies’ best pictures while still 
trying to sell tickets at the box 
ofice to its new pictures. 


. * 

ALL THESE CONCLUSIONS 
remain to be proved and I think 
will all be proved wrong. I still 
contend that you cannot make 
any generalities about the re- 
spective merits of life or filmed 
TV against feature pictures; the 
public is going to watch some 
features they like and some TV 
shows they like and they will 
turn either or both off when 
they're bad. 

First late show on WCBS-TV 
was “Command Decision” with 
Clark Gable and it got a 284 
Trendex, highest in the six-year 
operation of the late show. 
Well, “Command Decision” is a 
good picture; it’s a fairly recent 
picture (1949), and it received 
the benefit of an enormous ad- 
vance ballyhood, including a 
tremendous plug on the station 
that night. Then, of course, 
the sight of Gable on TV has 
quite a novelty value. 

The following day (Monday) 
WCBS- TV followed up with 
“Random Harvest” with Ronald 
Colman and Greer Garson, a 
picture that was released in 
1942. It got the highest Mon-

ing kept up too late (1:46 a.m.) 
to see how it came out. One 
reason for the lateness of the 
hour was the profligacy of com- 
mercials and this, too, brought 
complaints. The next night 
brought “Sahara,” a pretty good 
wartime picture with Humphrey 
Bogart and the rating sank to 
15.3. One reason for the de- 
cline was that folks who sat up 
half the night with “Random 
Harvest” simply didn’t have the 
strength to do it all over again 
with “Sahara.” This is going 
to be a recurring problem—at 
least late at night 
* * oe 

BOTH THOSE PICTURES 
also sharply emphasized another 
weakness that the feature films 
—no matter how good—will al- 
ways have.to face. They were 
both made for their time which 
means they exemplify not just 
the clothes and hairdos, but far 
more importantly the moods and 
attitudes of those times. For 
instance, “Random Harvest” was 
a sentimental orgy which 
drenched the nation’s theaters

sing. Yet both of these are good « 
pictures. With bad pictures this 
sort of thing is going to be 
even more marked. And the 
older the picture, the vaster 
the gulf between moods and 
attitudes and techniques. I can 
recall crying buckets over 
“Smilin’ Through” with Norma 
Shearer, one of M.G.M.s big 
smashes of several decades ago. 
Today, I imagine I'd roll on the 
floor laughing at it.

IN THE METRO GRAB BAG 
of some 700-odd pictures, there 
will be many that will be al- 
most unusable — including a 
number that were considered 
pretty good pictures in their 
day. No one looked at all or 
even a fraction of these pic- 
tures. The reputation of the 
pictures, the reputations of 
their stars, made it an enticing 
enough deal. Those same fac- 
tors will lure lots of people 
into looking at them — for 
awhile. But after five minutes 
or so, the name value is going 
to wear thin, and the viewers 
will be looking at the picture 
itself. 

And it had better be good. 
Because the viewers are not— 
as is the case in a movie 
theater—trapped in a theater, 
the admission already paid, the 
evening already shot. They’re 
at home. They can turn to an- 
other station or they can turn 
the darned thing off and go to 
bed. And I bet they will, too.

The council estimated that 13 
per cent of the paralytic cases 
of polio in very young children 
(aged between 6 months and 2 
years) that were investigated 
between 1951 and 1953 “were 
causally related to inoculation.” 
The risk was said to be highest 
among children who had been 
inoculated against diphtheria 
and whooping cough or against

The latest inquiries, the coun- 
cil said, show that about one in 
37,000 inoculations precipitated 
attacks of paralytic polio. The 
investigation was confined to 
children who showed symptoms 
of polio within 12 weeks of an | 
inoculation. 

The report said there was 
“good evidence that the risk 
did not extend beyond about 
one month after the inoculation 
and that a series of inoculations 
had no cumulative effect.” 

The period of highest risk | 
was said to be during April, | 
May and June when polio is) 
no*inally prevalent. 

No explanation for the con- 
ne-tion between the inocula- 
tions and polio is put forward 
in the report. 

Ix a series of inoculation ex- 
pe ments carried out at the, 
University of Oxford, and pub- 
lished in the Lancet in 1954, | 
showed that animals injected 
intra-muscularly with various 
irritating agents subsequently | 
developed lesions of the spinal | 
cord. It was thought these | 
might have led to an infection | 
of the nervous system such as 
polio in human beings.

The signals (effective for 50 feet) which 
control the toy’s operation are transmitted from the green antenna, 
mounted on the box, to the silver antenna atop the vehicle. 
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Powered by a 4%-volt radio battery, this electrical helicopter can 
ascend vertically, remain stationary in the air or be moved in sev- 
eral directions, depending upon the whim of the lad at the controls.

UST AS ADULTS BECOME INVOLVED in the complexities of today’s liv- 
ing, so do their offspring. Gone are the days when children do not have 
to master Christmas toys more involved than a hobbyhorse, a scooter or 

Today the operation of many toys is dictated by advanced scien- 
tific principles. A tremendous number of electrical toys, several of them 
illustrated here, are on the market. According to some estimates, three out 
of five mechanical gadgets are battery-operated this year. 

Instead of flying anything as primitive as a kite, a boy in this age may 
with a flip of a switch send aloft a helicopter, make it hover in the air and 
then bring it safely to earth. Through an electronic device, children now can 
operate toy busses while standing 50 feet away. And if father has $395, a 
child can drive a battery - powered toy Jaguar at five miles an hour. 

With 
the impetus of electrical gadgets, toy sales should establish a new record.

Federal Action in Clinton 


U.S. Makes Arrests in Tennessee School Segregation Case 


N THE NORMALLY PLEASANT rural town of Clinton, Ten- 
nessee, nine Negro students stayed away from high school 
for four days. Tensions were rising in this town of 4000 

and there were memories of riots last Labor day weekend 
when Negroes were stoned by whites at this first public school 
to be integrated in the state. Recently, the Negroes’ school 
lockers had been ransacked and they had been abused by 
shoves and name calling. 

The Reverend Paul W. Turner and two companions, all 
white men, escorted six of the Negro pupils back to the school. 
Police stood quietly by and so did groups of segregationists. 
But after Reverend Mr. Turner left the school, he was chased 
and beaten by a group of seven men and two women. As 
Reverend Mr. Turner fought back, police arrived to break up 
the fracas. The 33-year-old Baptist minister had a bloody 
nose; two office workers who had come to his rescue were 
pelted with eggs and one, a woman, was cut on the cheek 
and under the eye. 

The school of 700 students was closed by the school 
board. The day following the attack on the minister, United 
States marshals arrested 14 men and two women on charges 
of criminal contempt in violating the terms of a federal court 
injunction restraining interference with Clinton school inte- 
gration. All defendants pleaded not guilty and were released 
on bonds ranging from $1000 to $12, They are sched- 
uled to be tried the week of January 28. Clinton High’s trou- 
bled doors gpened again last Monday with the nine Negro 
students back in their classrooms.

THE AUTHOR is a well- 
known journalist, linguist, 
lecturer, world traveler. 


It was a lovely summer day, trees in full 
leaf, birds singing — a world full of peace- 
ful happiness. Even in the tiny garden of 
a poor little house in the suburbs of Berlin 
there was grace and beauty. But the gaunt 
young woman who confronted me did not 
seem to notice the world around her. 

This woman — according to her story 
— was the Grand Duchess Anastasia, 
youngest daughter of Czar Nicholas II of 
Russia. She claimed to be the sole sur- 
vivor of the slaughter of the family of the 
Czar, a mass slaughter ordered by the 
Soviet government in July, 1918. 

Now it was July, 1922, and I was the 
first newspaper correspondent to face this 
mysterjous woman. An American paper 
had called me in to look into what might 
be a sensational story. Was she the only 
surviving member of the Czar’s family,

heiress to many millions in British banks? 
Or was she a clever impostor? 

The account she gave of herself was the 
same then as it is today. Here it is: 

When the Czar and his family were 
herded into the cellar of the house where 
they were imprisoned, the Red Army sol- 
diers ruthlessly shot them and their at- 
tendants down. The dead were taken to a 
forest to be cremated. But — so the story 
went — Anastasia was still breathing. She 
was whisked away by two soldiers of the 
execution detail. If they could get her out 
of Russia, there would be money in it for 
them. Eventually they did get out of Rus- 
sia with the sick and terrified Anastasia 
—— the woman in the garden in Berlin. 

Frankly, | was skeptical. She refused 
to speak Russian, and most of her story 
was told to me by the woman with whom 
she was living,.a German nurse who said 
she recognized her in the mental home 
where she had been confined. Even her 
relatives, who had at first said they recog- 
nized her, later changed their minds. 

So that afternoon I made a snap judg-

ment. Believing the woman an impostor, 
| refused to write her story. 

Since then the mystery of Anastasia 
has remained a mystery, at least to most 
of the world. Last year a play about it 
scored a Broadway hit. This month the 
movie, starring Ingrid Bergman, is being 
released. Both end on a question: Is the 
woman known as Anastasia really a 
daughter of the Czar? 

Well, I have a different opinion on that 
from the one I reached years ago. I have 
compared photographs of the real Ana- 
stasia, taken when she was a young girl, 
with those of the woman I interviewed in 
Berlin. The resemblance is striking. I have 
met péople who knew Anastasia as a child 
and who later talked with this mystery 
woman. The latter recalled details of 
Anastasia’s early life — playmates, the 
kind of pipe her father smoked — which 
would be hard to fake. I believe the woman 
I met in Berlin was, and is, the true 
Anastasia. :

IS HOLLYWOOD COMMITTING SUICIDE? 


by LLOYD SHEARER 


HOLLYWOOD. 

N THE ANNALS of this hectic town, 1956 will go 

down as a dubious milestone — the year the ma- 

jor movie studios made $2 billion worth of feature 

films available to television, possibly cutting their own 
throats in the process. 

If you are an average TV watcher, you have been 
aware of the recent upsurge in good motion pictures 
to be seen simply for the dialing. Gone are the days of 
nothing but 20-year-old Hollywood or British films, 
grainy, jerky and starring virtual unknowns. Instead, 
you can now watch most of your current favorites in 
pictures that made them famous, won them awards, 
attracted millions to the box office. 

The only reservation is that the films were made 
before 1948. And if you are young enough, they still 
will be brand new to you. 

What is behind it all? In a word, the spectacular 
growth of television. On one hand, it has weaned un- 
counted moviegoers away from their neighborhood 
theaters, dealing Hollywood such a body blow to the 
box office that the major studios are selling their older 
films in sheer self-defense. On the other hand, tele- 
vision itself has been caught between rising costs and 
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rapid exhaustion of material. Getting popular movies 
at a price they can afford is an obvious lifesaver for 
local stations and even the networks. 

The net result has been to throw Hollywood into a 
state of chaos. The outlook, according to some of film- 
dom’s best minds, is bleak. 

Says Clark Gable, for example: “I think selling the 
backlog of movies to television was one of the most 
costly, serious blunders Hollywood has ever made. 

“How do you expect people to pay for a film when 
they can stay home and see absolutely free such movies 
as Ninotchka with Greta Garbo, Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde with Spencer Tracy, Mrs. Miniver with Greer 
Garson? And mind you, this is only the beginning. 
After the old movies are exhausted, the studios will 
probably sell TV their 1948-1954 backlogs. ‘ 

“I've been told that I'll win a new audience because 
my old films are being shown on TY. I don’t believe 
that. I honestly feel that fewer people will pay to sce 
a new picture of mine when they can see an old one 
for nothing.” 

Kurt Frings, one of the shrewdest agents in town, 
agrees. “I'm convinced,” he says, “that in selling its 
backlog to TV, Hollywood is committing suicide. 


Whether or not it will succeed, I don’t know, but at 
least it’s trying to kill itself off. 

“Look at what's happening in Los Angeles, then 
multiply it by every other city that shows old movies 
on TV. Here on Friday nights the teenagers, who 
comprise the bulk of the box office, are staying home. 
Friday night is when KTTV shows a new old movie. 

“Six thousand movie theaters have closed since 
1946. | predict another 6,000 will shut down within 
the next three years.” 


Do Giveaways Build Sales? 


Or listen to Charles Schnee, brilliant MGM writer- 
producer. “It was a bad error,” Schnee asserts, “to 
sell TV our old movies. Does a man who owns an 
automobile agency give away his used cars for noth- 
ing because he wants to sell his new ones?” 

But not everyone is pessimistic. Take Buddy Adler. 
production chief at 20th Century-Fox, which recently 
leased 390 oldies to National Telefilm Associates for 
$29,250,000 and then bought a half interest in the 
telefilm network. 

“I think,” Adler says, “it was an excellent idea for 
motion-picture companies to sell their film backlog

range from How Green Was My Valley to King Kong, 
from Dinner at Eight to The Grapes of Wrath. 
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to television before everything about them became 
antiquated. The process in which these films were 
made is already out of date. So are the technique, act- 
ing. costumes, background, etc., except in some ex- 
ceptional period pictures .. . 1 think the future of the 
motion-picture industry is very bright, indeed.” 

Don Hartman, former production chief at Para- 
mount, points out that some Hollywood studio execu- 
tives are trying to hedge their bets. 

“When they're selling a backlog of old films to a 
TV station,” Hartman says, “these men ask for an 
arm and a leg. ‘These are the greatest motion pictures 
ever produced,’ they say. ‘We can't’sell them to you 
unless you give us 25 or 5O per cent of your TV sta- 
tion. These films are priceless.’ 

“When they're talking to theater-owners, the studio 
executives take a different tack. ‘Don’t worry about 
the backlog we sold to TV.’ they say. ‘Most of these 
pictures are nothing but a lot of antiquated junk.’ ” 

These quotations reflect the confusion now perme- 
ating the film industry. Few studio executives know 
what to do, where to turn. There is no argument, 
though, over three major results of the TV upsurge: 

1) The star system is dead. While some old-timérs 
still can get $650,000 and up per picture, none of 
them can sell a poor film solely on the strength of his 
name. The “platoon” system, by which a studio signed 
a dozen unknowns and built half a dozen into world- 
famous celebrities, ts out. 

2) Neighborhood movie houses are closing in 
droves. In the past 10 years, U.S. movie attendance 
has dropped 44 per cent. Hollywood blames TV — 
and poor pictures. Such top attractions as War and 
Peace, The King and 1, Moby Dick, Friendly Persua- 
sion, The Ten Commandments cannot, by themselves, 
keep the neighborhood houses going. 

3) The number of motion pictures produced has 
heen radically reduced. Where once a major studio 
turned out 40 to 50 films a year, it is now producing 

16 or 18. The future may see even fewer. This means 
there is no longer need for large studios with 18 or 24 
sound stages and thousands of employes. 


it 


Meanwhile, the sale of old films to television is 
causing a revolution within that medium as well. Con- 
sider KTTV, an independent station in Los Angeles. 
A few months ago KTTV purchased the backlog of 
MGM movies for $3,250,000 and 25 per cent of its 
stock. Its first showing of an MGM opus — Thirty 
Seconds over Tokyo, with Van Johnson and Spencer 
Tracy — attracted more viewers than the combined 
offerings of all three network outlets in Los Angeles. 
Overnight, KTTV emerged as a powerful new factor 
in this rich California market. 

The same thing happened with KTVR in Denver, 
WBZ-TV in Boston and WATV in Newark, N.J. Once 
regarded as second- or third-class outlets, these stations 
have jumped to the forefront largely by taking advan- 
tage of old, but good, movies. 

The big networks also have begun to try films them- 
selves. You may have been one of the estimated 45 
million Americans who watched Judy Garland in The 
Wizard of Oz on a recent Saturday over CBS. Coast 
to coast, this 17-year-old film won a Trendex rating 
almost twice that of its closest competitor on another 
network and three times those of two other’ rivals. 

What such figures may mean in the world of TV is 
a matter of current anxiety both here and on New 


York's Madison Avenue. Advertisers obviously want. 


to sponsor those programs that bring them into the 
largest number of homes at the cheapest cost. Many 
advertising men believe right now that old major 
movies are the best buy in television. If so, CBS, NBC 
and ABC may lose some of their major sponsors to 
the independent TV stations that have purchased the 
old Hollywood backlogs. 

No sponsor is going to pay $45,000 a week for 
talent on a major TV network if he can obtain a larger 
audience on independent stations at half the price. 
The fate of many live TV shows — and of their 
actors, writers and directors — is at stake. 

And where do you, the great American audience, 
stand in all this? At the moment, you're standing 
pretty. 

© If you own a television set, you now cafi see free 


is far from dead. It will continue to produce many 
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the same old movies that have been re-released in 
your local theater at $1 or $1.25 a ticket. 

e If you like new movies, you can expect better 
ones. The average B picture is a dead duck. Motion 
pictures intelligently conceived, well cast, adroitly di- 
rected, will have to be projected in clean, comfortable 
theaters at a fair price — or you will stay home be- 
side your TV set. 

© Better live TV programs should be forthcoming. 
They will need to be more imaginative, more enter- 
taining to compete with the fine films video now offers. 

In sum, movies and television remain in a position 
to help each other. As a production center, Hollywood 


filmed video shows of the conventional kind. And 
good new feature films always will find. a theater 
audience. 

But at the very least, the motion-picture industry 
has accepted the fact that television has become the 
mass entertainment medium of America. In today’s 
economy, movies are a luxury in which quantity must 
give way to quality. a

College 
basketball’s 


LOUISVILLE, KY. 
The gangling, jug-eared 14-year-old towered 
above the boys trying out for a junior-high- 
school team here. But the coach winced as 63” 
Charlie Tyra bobbled passes, plodded down 
court. 

“I'm sorry,” he told the boy. “You're just too 
big and slow.” 

That was seven years ago. Today. grown to 
68”, Tyra (pronounced 7 y-ray) is rated the top 
all-around player in college basketball. Last sea- 
son, as a junior, he averaged 23 points a game 
(seventh in the nation) and led the country in 
grabbing rebounds. He sparked the University 
of Louisville to victory in the National Invita- 
tional Tournament, was voted the most valuable 
player in a tourney brimming with stars. 

Tyra doesn't blame the junior-high coach for 
dropping him. “When you're big.” he says, 
“your reactions are naturally slower. So you just 
have to work harder.” 

He did that under his high-school coach. Tyra 
spent three years skipping rope, shadow boxing, 
learning to rebound by throwing a ball against 
a wall and leaping to bat it back. 

Today he runs the 100-yard dash only a sec- 
ond behind an Olympic sprinter. He’s not tall 
as basketball centers go, but Tyra’s magnificent 
timing enables him to outleap the biggest. In 
the final game of the NIT, 235-lb. Tyra played 
against Dayton’s Bill Uhl, a 7’, 260-pounder. 
Louisville won, 93-80, with Tyra outscoring Uhl 
27 to 19 and grabbing twice as many rebounds. 

The blooming of Tyra from a stumbler to a 
star delights Louisville's coach, Bernard Hick- 
man. “It’s a wonder that we college coaches ever 
get a good tall boy,” he says. “Most high-school 
coaches would rather work with boys around 
5'10”. They're better coordinated; as a result, 
you can make good players out of them pretty 
fast. But the big boys take years to develop — 
and then they're ready to graduate. 

“To the credit of the high-school coaches, 
most are willing to train boys like Charlie. We 
college coaches get the benefit.”

Tyra figures he has benefited too. On a schol- 
arship (he gets room, board, $25 a month), he 
admits he never would have gone to college ex- 
cept for basketball. Oldest of three sons of a 
Louisville pipe fitter, Tyra worked summers 
during high school as a pick-and-shovel man on 
construction jobs. He's majoring in business 
administration and physical education, with a 
C-plus average, right now hasn't decided on a 
career — except that he'll try pro basketball. 

Like most king-size men, he’s shy. He speaks 
slowly, in a soft Kentucky drawl, picking each 
word carefully. When searching for a word, he 
has a habit of casting his eyes upward. 

Being so tall doesn’t embarrass him. “I can 
do a lot of things other people can't do because 
I'm tall,” he says. “So far as I'm concerned, it’s 
the best thing ever happened to me.” 

After talking to Tyra, people go away think- 
ing it’s normal to be 6’8”. No, he has no trouble 
sleeping (his dormitory and most hotels have 
extra-length beds). No, he has no problem buy- 
ing clothes (he wears a 46-long suit, size 14 
shoes). And, say friends, Charlie's height doesn’t 
keep the coeds away; last year, for instance, he 
dated a homecoming queen. 

His teammates look upon Tyra with friendly 
amusement. While they're nervous before a big 
game, says Jim Morgan, Tyra-may take a nap. 
“He sleeps 10 to 12 hours a night,” Morgan 
vows, “and you can’t wake him up with a bomb.” 

Target of most of the team’s jokes, Tyra is 
twitted about his sleeping, appetite (“He eats 
like a steam shovel”) and ears. To all sallies he 
replies with a sheepish grin. 

Only one thing upsets him — too much pub- 
licity. By tradition, of course, stars like Tyra 
praise “the other boys.” But Tyra, extremely 
conscious about what people think of him, sin- 
cerely tries to share the glory with his team- 
mates. “You can’t take this All-American stuff 
too seriously,” he says. “It’s liable to hurt you 
with your friends.” 

In basketball-wild Louisville, Charlie Tyra 
should make far more friends than he loses. @
